FAN SPOKESMAN DISCUSSES LIBYAN INTERVENTION IN CHAD 
Dakar LE SOLEIL in French 19 Dec 80 pp 1, 9 


[Interview with Michel Froud, Special Envoy of Hissene Habre, by Momar Seyni Ndiaye: 
"The Fall of Ndjamena Is a Political Victory For Us") 


[Text] Mr Michel Froud, director of political affairs in the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs of the FAN (Armed Forces of the 
North), was in Dakar for one week. He brought a message from 

Mr Hissene Habre, commander of the FAN, addressed to President 
Leopold Sedar Senghor. Mr Froud ended a journey in Senegal 

which had taken him to Cameroon, Nigeria, and Guinea. In the 
interview he gave us, Mr Habre's emissary explained the reasons 
that persuaded the commander of the FAN to sign the ceasefire. 

He also revealed to us that the FAN, in order militarily to 
respond to the Libyan invasion, will hereafter call for inter- 
national aid "of any kind whatsoever." On Sunday, 14 December, 
late at night, Ndjamena fell into the hands of the coalescing 
forces of the GUNT [Transitional National Union Government], 
supported by Libyan tanks, jet aircraft, as well as "Islamic 
Legions." After 8 days of major offensive, the rather modest 
volunteer army of Hissene Habre yielded in the face of the heavy 
armament of Colonel Qadhdhafi. Combining his actions with words, 
Qadhdhafi has just produced a dramatic outcome to the battle for 
the capital. Only 2 days after the fall of Ndjamena, Ati, the 
main stopover between the capital and Abeche, the rear base of the 
FAN, was already under the control of the FAP [People's Armed 
Forces} of Goukouni. Last Wednesday, observers announced the 
evacuation, by the FAN, of the town of Abeche, the general head- 
quarters for the Northern Armed Forces. Goukouni Oueddei thus had 
won a military victory, the kind he had always preached, according 
to the FAN. Hissene Habre will sign the Lome agreements involving 
the ceasefire in Chad, although until now he had insisted on the 
prior departure of the Libyan troops. Why this change in direction 
on the part of Hissene Habre? This is what Mr Michel Froud, 
director of political affairs in the Ministry of Foreign Affairs of 
the FAN and deputy commissioner for information of the CCFAN (Com 
mand Council of the Northern Armed Forces), explained to us. Mr 
Froud, who in Senegal ended a long journey which had taken him 

to Cameroon, Nigeria, and Guinea, brought a message from Hissene 

















Habre to President Senghor, This is a mission intended to explain 
the situation in Chad after 9 months of civil war, 


Mr Michel Froud above all summarized the situation before answering our questions. 


"Le all began on 21 March, following an attack based on instructions from Tripoli 
by the FAP upon Prevote, the embryo of our national army. Chance would have it 
that there was an economic summit meeting at Lagos at the same time. President 
Eyadema was able to obtain a ceasefire from the parties involved and Goukount Qued- 
dei was already talking of a military solution while we were talking of a political 
solution. That is where everything started from. The only statesman who viewed 
the situation objectively was President Senghor who demanded that all parties be 
listened to. I was present in Lagos when Libya obstructed the request of President 
Senghor and the FAN were not heard. They were simply pushed out of the way. We 
thus went to Freetown to explain the situation in Chad. We explained that Goukouni 
was president of the GUNT because we wanted him; he got that legal status from us 
but now that the two parties are in conflict, that legal status ceases to exist; 

it was then necessary to listen to all parties. The big mistake made at Lagos was 
repeated at Freetown when the resolution, which had been dopted, condemned ‘foreign 
interference,’ in other words, Libya.” 


[Question] Is the capture of Ndjamena by the coalescing forces of the GUNT a defeat 
for the FAN? 


|Answer] On the contrary, it is a victory for us, a political victory. We have 
tinally been able to obtain our objective by getting a large portion of the popula- 
tion of Chad to realize the real danger threatening our country. We also managed 
to see to it that Africa can assume its responsibilities by being well informed on 
the situation in Chad since Chad is only a link in the chain of countries which 
Libya is trying to destabilize. This military defeat we once again consider more 
like a political victory since, in view of its condition, we allowed the Chadian 
people to decide, as one man, totally and definitely to liberate our fatherland 
from the yoke of Libyan imperialism. 


[Question] How can one explain the capture of Ndjamena? 


|Answer| Although our men were determined to stop the Libyan invasion, they did 
not have the means with which to face aircraft, tanks, Russian rocket launchers, 
mortars, light arms and helicopters from Libya; the other side had all of the 
equipment that enabled it to replace its soldiers and equipment constantly. We 
can also explain the Libyan invasion in terms of three phases. 


|. adhdhafi wanted to eliminate the FAN which orposed him by using his local pup- 

pets, men such as Goukouni, Kamougue, and others. He did not succeed in doing that 

because our fighting men were determined and more motivated than those of the puppet 
coalition, 


2. Qadhdhafi dispatched his "Islamic Legion" made up of several nationalities. 
Here again he failed in the face of our resistance. 





3. The Libyan Army itself then intervened with its heavy equipment, That was his 
last resort, Our objective was thus attained because we forced che Libyan Army 
itself to fight in Chad. Now Africa must face its own responsibilities, We hope 
today that everybody understands why we did not want to sign the ceasefire, 


[Question] But nobody understands why the FAN took all that time in order at last 
to agree to sign the ceasefire? 


{Answer} We had demanded the condemnation of Liuvya. The Committee of Wise Men 
had made us realize that the conference of chiefs of state is the only one author- 
ized to do so. So, what do you want. Did you want us to sign the ceasefire to 
legitimize the government of Goukouni Oueddei? To legitimize also the invasion of 
Chad by the L’byan Army? But we did not stop there. We sent out missions to ex- 
plain our position. We wanted to get guarant- es, so that all of the African coun- 
tries could tackle this problem and so that each country could ass :me its respon- 
sibilities. We signed the agreement to stop the fighting under © v« onditions.

[Question] Can you tell us in detail what you mean by "guarant:. 


[Answer] I want to confirm to you that we were able to obtain guarantees. But the 
chiefs of state who gave them to us did not make them public and we do not want to 
take any action before they do. 


[Question] The signing of the ceasefire by Hissene Habre, right after the fall of 
Ndjamena, looks very much like a capitulation. 


Answer) Not at all. This signing will directly lead to a convocation of the con- 
ference of 11 countries that signed the Lagos agreement and the agreements on all 

of the 11 tendencies. They will certainly talk there about the problem of the 

legal status of the GUNT. In this way, we can see to it that these discussions will 
lead to elections. Ever since the Conakry summit, several chiefs of state have 
realized the correctness of our demands. But we did not know that. Otherwise, we 
would have signed a long time ago. 


[Question] What do you expect from the 23 December conference at Lagos? 


[Answer] That everybody will listen to all parties involved in order to work out 

a solution on a sound foundaticn, a clear and frank basis, without the slightest 
ambiguity that might revive the war in Chad. Bv that I mean that Africa must, with- 
out beating about the bush, demand that Libya immediately evacuate Chadian terri- 
tory. Libya is present in Chad by force while it is bound by the Lagos agreements 
which reject any aid to any party involved in a conflict, especially resulting 

from a military presence. These agreements explain why the neighboring countries 
must not send any neutral forces to Chad. 


[Question] Can you confirm for us the presence of Hissene Habre at Lagos in facing 
Goukouni Oueddei? 


[Answer] Hissene Habre will in any case indeed be present at Lagos. 











[Question] Does there seem to be a contradiction between the statements of Hissene 
Habre, who confirms the “illegality, nonexistence, and illegitimacy” of the GUNT 
and hie decision to discuss the issues with Goukouni who, according to him, has 
lost his legal status? 


[Anewer] We are not going to discuss anything with the GUNT. At Lagos the impor- 
tant thing will be to put all of the 11 tendencies on a footing of equality. Gou- 
kouni will come with his allies, the FAP, the FAT [Chadian Armed Forces], and the 
CDR [Committee For the Defense of the Revolution] and we will come with ours (PAN, 
the Fundamental FROLINAT [Chadian National Liberation Front], the MPLT [Popular 
Movement For the Liberation of Chad], and the FAO [Western Armed Forces)). 


[Question] People are getting the impression that this civil war involved 11 op- 
posing tendencies and today has boiled down to the two main personalities, Hissene 
Habre and Goukouni Oueddei. 


[Answer] That is true, but people are too fond of caricatures. Trying to confine 
the war between Hissene Habre and Goukouni is like a cartoon view. On the one hand, 
there is the coalition which runs counter to nature and which the GUNT seeks to 
represent and on the other hand there are the FAN and our allies. Our allies do 
not have any military forces but they give us their political support and we at all 
times spoke in their name and with them. 


[Question] And what if the Lagos conference should fail? 


[Answer] There will at any rate be two possible aspects for this anti national 
coalition which will have to face its own contradictions. There will be no doubt 
that the coalition will break up. Parallel to that, Libya will try to impose one 
man and he will certainly be Amat Acyl. Now--and this is the second possible as- 
pect--the population, enriched by 9 months of war and suffering, will have seen 
everything and will know where the interests of Chad really lie. Thus, the vast 
majority of the people, now made fully aware of the situation, will act in the same 
direction as the FAN which embody the profound and legitimate aspirations of the 
people. The people are going to fight and are going to do everything to get the 
Libyans out of Chad. That will take time but I believe that the Chadian people 
will win. 


[Question] We are told that the FAN are already getting military aid from Egypt, 
the Sudan, South Africa, Israel, and France. Is that true? If not, considering 
the current situation in Chad, do you intend to appeal to those countries for mili- 
tary aid? 


[Answer] We are not getting any kind of military aid from any country. But we are 
issuing appeals to all countries that want peace and justice, certainly in addition 
to South Africa and Israel and especially the African countries so that they my 
give us any kind of aid whatsoever in order eventually to permit the FAN to arrive 
at a military solution, For the time being we are maintaining contacts with Egypt 
and the Sudan but those countries are not aiding us militarily. 


[Question] But is there a risk of internationalizing the war here? 


[Answer] Libya attacked us. We are now legitimately defending ourselves.

LIBYANS REPORTEDLY RECRUITING CHADLANS FOR MILITARY TRAINING 
Dakar LE SOLEIL in French 3 Dec 80 p 11

{Text} According to Chadian refugees in Maiduguri in northern Nigeria, Kanem, 
a region in west central Chad bordering on Lake Chad and the site of oil deposits, 
is reportedly under Libyan administration. 


"The Libyan flag flies in Kanem," say these refugees, most of them Arab merchants 
and petty functionaries or Moslems who fled the fighting in Ndjamena and Kanen. 


These refugees, quoted by travelers from northern Nigeria, have also asserted that 
"the Libyans established in the Kanem region, under pretext of providing food aid, 
are recruiting young Chadians between the ages of 10 and 18 in order to train them 
in Sehba, Libya, and subsequently enroll them in the (Libyan) Islamic Legion." 


According to these refugees agreements are reportedly signed with the parents of 
these boys and a “monthly allotment” is paid to them in Libyan dinars. 


Since the start of the civil war in Chad, the Nigerian authorities have set up a 
refugee camp in Maiduguri where some 4,000 Chadiens most of them Moslems, are 
reportedly located now. 


Travelers from the area estimate at some 6,000 the Chadian population who are now 
refugees in that region.

REPORTAGE ON LUANDA LACO MEETING 
Beira NOTICIAS DA BEIRA in Portuguese 26 Nov 80 pp 4, 6 


[Text] Last Sunday Lopo do Nascimento, Angola's minister of foreign trade, invited 
the member countries of the Inter-African Coffee Organization (I1ACO) to hold a meet- 
ing, aimed at strengthening their economies so they will not suffer "severe blows." 


Representing Jose Eduardo dos Santos, president of the MPLA-Labor Party and the 
People's Republic of Angola, the foreign trade minister presided at the ceremony 
opening the 20th General Assembly of IACO. Speaking on that occasion, Nascimento 
recommended that the delegates engage seriously in the discussions, noting that 
coffee is an important source of foreign exchange reserves for the African coun- 
tries. 


The Angolan minister also indicated his surprise that IACO is not affiliated with 
the OAU, unlike the International Coffee Organization, which is affiliated with 
the United Nations. 


Manuel Pedro Pacavira, Angola's minister of agriculture end acting president of the 
IACO, also spoke at the opening session of the organizativ. s 20th General Assembly. 
Pacavira declared that the Luanda proceedings will include an accounting of acti- 
vities and adoption of a common strategy for the effective defense of African 
countries in the international market. 


Pacavira did not hide his concern at the declining coffee production in Africa, 
saying suitable measures must be taken to recover coffee production, which de- 


clined this year. 


The acting president of the LACO announced that the Republic of Zimbabwe has 
applied for full membership, which will bring the number of member countries to 
23, with the Democratic Republic of Sao Tome e Principe as an observer. He 
stressed that it was important for the African countries to exchange experiences 
and to organize seminars; all this, he explained, would constitute a real 
foundation for the IACO to build uj on. 


The speaker noted, among others, the various contacts established by the IACO on 
the international plane, namely with the EEC, the United Nations agencies for food 
and agriculture (FAO) and other international organizations. He estimated that 
such contacts should be effective in obtaining technical assistance in the form 

of scholarships for technical training. 














The Angolan minister also insisted on the need to adopt a common policy for the 
sale of coffee, a point that will be discussed by the marketing committee, 


Referring to the renegotiation of the current international coffee treaty, which 
will terminate next year, Pacavira insisted on the “protection of positions won 
in the past.” The Angolan minister gave a detailed accounting of IACO activities, 
and asked the conferees to give greater attention to future tasks, taking market 
problems into account. 


The fact that high officials of the party and government of the People's Republic 
of Angola attended the opening session reflects the importance that the country's 
officials attribute to this conference, which will continue until 28 November. 
The proceedings are considered a factor in the economic liberation of the 

African continent. 


Among the 22 member countries of the LACO, we also note the presence of a delega- 
tion from DAMCAF (African and Madagascan Coffee Organization).

LIBERLAN GOVERNMENT TO SELL IRON ORE TO NIGERIA 
Monrovia NEW LIBERIAN in English 31 Dec 80 pp 1, 6, 7

[Text] The Liberian Government, through LAMCO, J. V. Operating Company, is to 
sell $100 million worth of iron ore to the Nigerian Government within a period of 
five years. 


The contract to thie effect was finalized and initialed in Stockholm, Sweden, on 
July 22, 1980, between LAMCO and the Nigerian Government-owned $800 million Delta 
Steel Company located in Warri about 430 kilometers south-east of Lagos. 


The contract is due to be ratified shortly by the Head of State, M/Sgt. Samuel K. 
Doe, and the Nigerian President, Alhaji Shehu Shagari. 


This was disclosed yesterday in an interview with Dr. Foday Kromah, Assistant Min- 
ister for Mines, Mineral Resources Development and Conservation at the Lands and 
Mines Ministry. 


Dr. Kromah said the negotiation between both countries started in 1976 when the 
then Nigerian Federal Commissioner of Industry and the Liberian Minister of Lands 
and Mines met with the President of Malm Export, LAMCO's sales agents in Stockholm. 


First Shipment 


He said since then, he, as representative of the Liberian Government, travelled to 
Nigeria more than six times to conclude the agreement. 


According to the contract, a total of 4.5 million tons of iron ore will be supplied 
to Delta Steel Company within the five-year period, while first shipments of 
550,000 tons for 1981 will commence in June. 


Dr. Kromah said LAMCO has already agreed to deliver between 25 to 30,000 tons in 
April 1981 for the testing and commissioning of Delta Steel ore handling system. 


He also disclosed that among a number of iron ore suppliers which the Nigerian 
Government contacted, LAMCO proved to be the most reasonable supplier, next to 
Brazil. 


























The Minieter deacribed this move as a major improvement in African trade relations 
because thie te the firet time that Liberia will be selling iron ore to an African 
country. 


He regretted however, that there was no Liberian shipping company available to 
transport the tron ore from Buchanan to Warri. As a result, LAMCO has awarded 
the contract to a Norwegian shipping company at a cost of several millions of 
dollare to be paid by the Nigerian Government. 


According to the agreement to be ratified by the two Heads of State, the contract 
may be extended to include other commodities. 


The Liberian American-Swedish Mineral Company (LAMCO) and the Liberian Bethlehem 


Company (LIBETH) are partners in the joint venture which operates from the Nimba 
Range, about 220 miles north of Monrovia. 


LIBETH owns 25 per cent share of the joint venture, while the remaining 75 per 
cent share is owned by LAMCO and in Liberian Government.

DATA ON AGRICULTURAL COOPERATIVES, PEASANT ASSOCIATIONS

[Excerpts] Following independence in 1975, considerable changes have been 
effected in the area of agricultural cooperation in the People's Republic of 
Angola. 





The most radical transformation took place this year with the constitution of Pro- 
vincial Peasants Unions, a higher form of agricultural cooperativism, in Melange, 
Uige (north of the country) and Kuanza-Sul, basically agricultural regions of 
Angola. 


This new impetus in the area of agricultural cooperation among the peasants, 

the country's largest social class, is aimed at introducing new production rela- 
tions in the rural area; that is, relations in which there is no exploitation of 
men by men. 





This experiment (the first in Angola) was a consequence of the constantly impro- 
ving level of organization in the country's existing peasant associations and 
cooperatives, and offers prospects for a rapid (but secure) development of agri- 
culture in the People's Republic of Angola in the coming years, through agricul- 
tural collectivization. 


The 3,521 peasant associations and the 296 first-grade (or semisocialist) agri- 
cultural production cooperatives, scattered throughout the country, and the newly 
established peasant unions today enable the Angolan peasants to achieve progres- 
sively higher indices of production and productivity in agriculture, and hence 

to minimize the many socioeconomic problems facing the nation in this phase of 
national reconstruccion. 


The existence of peasant associations (with over 417,851 members) and first- 

grade cooperatives (with over 50,811 cooperants) is an indication that the coopera- 
tive movement in Angola has made great strides just in the five-year period since 
independence was proclaimed on 11 November 1975. 


Relying mainly on their own experiences, the Angolan peasants, assisted by various 
government agencies, are basically directing their own action to make our agri- 
culture capable of sustaining industry, defined as a decisive factor in the coun- 


try's development.

(Text) Abomey--Last Friday in Abomey, the revolutionary council of the 

Zou province held its second ordinary session; most of the discussion cen- 
ered on the practice of cults in the Zou province. Besides Comrade 
Eustache Ahandagbe, executive secretary of the Zou Provincial Revolutionary 
Council who chaired the meeting, Comrade Houdou Ali, prefect of the Zou 
province was also present. 


Following the visit of the political commissioner who had to stress that 
all Beninese were free to practice the cult of their choice, the Zou 
Provincial Revolutionary Council met on Friday, 5 December 1980, to make 
sure that all militants would understand freedom of cult in the same manner 
so as to preserve the achievements of the Revolution in this field. The 
following points are intended to eliminate the exploitation of man by man 
and the obscurantist fear of freedom of religion which is quaranteed under 
our Fundamental Law. 


The Zou Provincial Revolutionary Council remains faithfully attached to 
freedom of cult under the following conditions: 


l. Fetishists must no longer take their followers from among babies who 
are still in their mothers’ wombs. Therefore, freedom of cult shall 
be effective only from the age of 186 years. 


2. Fetishist priests must submit their production fields to local author- 
ities before carrying on their activities. 


3. Any cult extending beyond the limits of the home shall be subject to 
the surveillance of local authorities. 


4. Secret initiation sites may no longer be used to intern militants, 
because of the horrible activities which take place there. However, 
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initiation centers shall be built by cult officials, with the help 
of local authorities, to replace secret initiation sites and to make 


possible the supervision of cult activities. 


5. Initiations and ceremonies shall take place only during the off-season. 
During initiations, the compunal meals of cult followers shall be 
organized by local authorities to prevent the exploitation of the 


families of those being initiated, 
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COOPERATION AGREEMENT WITH USSR SIGNED

OFFSHORE OIL AGREEMENT--Within the framework of its policy of promoting private 
investment, the Cameroonian Government, represented by Minister of Economy and 
Planning Youssoufa Daounda, yesterday proceeded to sign an agreement protocol with 
Bouygues Offshore of France. The ceremony took place in the conference room of 

the Ministry of Economy and was attended by Yang Philemon, minister of mines and 
power, and Libock Samuel, general director of the National Hydrocarbon Company. 
According to this agreement protocol, the objective of the future Bouygues Offshore 
Cameroon (BOSCAM) company is to study, prefabricate, build and ensure the maintenance 
of oil equipment within the territory of the United Republic of Cameroon, resulting 
in the production, processing, transport, distribution and storage of fluids and 
products of all types (liquid gases, and so on), such as underwater and underground 
pipelines, ports and terminals, offshore platforms, jetties, refineries and pumping 
Stations. The registered capital of BOSCAM will be 400 million CPA francs and will 
be divided as follows: Bouygues Offshore, 65 percent, and Cameroonian interests, 
35 percent. BOSCAM's main office is in Victoria, Department of Fako. [Text]

CENTRAL COMMITTEE ISSUES FINAL COMMUNIQUE OF SESSION 
Brazzaville ETUMBA in French 13 Nov 80 pp 13, 16 


[Final Communique of the Congolese Central Committee: "Fifth Session of the 
Congolese Workers Party Central Committee") 


[Excerpts] Convened in ordinary session by Act No 80-051-PCT-PCC-SG dated 

21 October 1980, the Central Committee of the Congolese Workers Party met in 
Brazzaville at the People's Palace from 6 to 13 November 1980 under the leadership 
of comrade Denis Sassou-Nguesso, president of the Central Committee, president of 


the Central Committee, president of the Republic, Chief of State, and president of 
the Council of Ministers. 


It will suffice to state what was accomplished and to sketch how it was carried 
out. 


With this dual goal in view, the following order of the day was adopted: 
--adoption of the synthesis of the Central Committee's last session; 
--examination of the Policy Bureau activity report; 

a) Departments of the Party report; 

b) verification of execution of the complementary program; 


--examination of the report of the Central Commission of Monitoring and Inspection 
of the Party; 


--examination of the Policy Bureau program and adoption of the Party budget for 
1981; 


--examination of the proposed national budget and investment program for 1981; 
--examination of the conclusions of the Conference of National Corporations; 


~-official visit of the president of the PCT [Congolese Workers Party] Central 
Comittee to the USSR. 
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After hearing the speech by comrade president Denis Sassou-Nguesso, the members 
of the Central Committee started with the adoption of the synthesis of last 
session's work, etc., in accordance with the provisions anticipated by the 
internal regulation of the Central Committee. 


Next the members of the Central Committee spent much time studying the Policy 
Bureau report. 


In examining this report, the Central Committee appreciated the efforts of the 
Policy Bureau to accomplish the program and was pleased with the steady improve- 
ments in management methods and workstyle. 


That all contributes to the increase in PCT combativeness, and to the consolidation 
and reinforcement of the cohesion so indispensable to the Party in accomplishing 
its historical missions as vanguard of the working class and leadership core of 

the Congolese people. 


While examining the Policy Bureau report, the Central Committee's attention was 
drawn to the troubling situation of sports activities in our country at present. 
The Central Committee noted that lately the various championships have been marred 
by a flare-up of violence and lack of discipline. This unusual phenomenon in the 
Congolese sports milieux which threatens to tarnish the trademark of our sport 
must be arrested vigorously and completely. 


To this end, the Central Committee encourages the efforts of the Sports Ministry 
to restore authority, order and discipline, and to scrupulously apply the 
existing regulations. 


Accordingly, the Central Committee asks the Ministry of Protection and the unions 
to take a series of measures so that the championships bring a timely close to 
the sports season. 


The Central Committee invites the Department of Indeology and Education to open 
a broad debate on the sports matter at the occasion of the next meeting of the 
first session of the National Council on Physical Culture and Sports. 


The Central Committee noted that on 30 September 1980 the supplementary program 
had been 55 percent completed on the level of financial progress. However, it 
should be noted that in this percentage, the source of financing over which the 
government has the most control is represented by the funds of state origin. This 
item has been 73 percent accomplished. 


Monitoring of the actual execution of the supplementary program notably brought 
out the difficulties of carrying out projects outside of the major urban centers, 
difficulties tied to the weakness of internal structures, 


After checking the progress of the supplementary program, the Central Committee 
recommends that in the future studies evaluating the projects, as well as the 
plans for carrying out these projects, be more carefully prepared. 


The Central Committee reaffirmed its total commitment to the necessity of a 
permanent progress check at all levels, convinced that monitoring is absolutely 
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indispensable in awakening consciences and stimulating the creative energies of 
the working masses, always available in view of concrete achievements. 


The Central Committee found the established authority the surest means of carrying 
out our promise to the people to render our action more concrete by giving more 
substance to our experience by tying theory much more closely to practice in 

the field. It is precisely by tranlating the keynotes of policy into concrete, 
living realities that we will be able to effectively accelerate the revolutionary 
process, take up the challenge of economic recovery and satisfy the basic needs of 
the people a little more each day. 


The Central Committee strongly reaffirmed that the authority established in 1980 
will not end at the termination of the exercise. This authority which has 
undeniably occupied hearts and minds, bringing about positive new reflexes, all 
the while modifying behavior and work attitutdes in most cases, is becoming a 
permanent, generalized application. The authority will continue more evidently, 
more consistently, and more strictly in the years to come, so as to allow us to 
approach the large battles in view with a greater chance of winning. 


Continuing its work by hearing the report of the Central Commission of Monitoring 
and Inspection of the Party, the Central Committee recalled the indispensable 
role of this authority structure which, in its purpose and in practice, defines 
itself as the barometer of Party life. 


Examination of the report of the Commission of Monitoring and Inspection of the 
Party permitted evaluation of the work accomplished and of what remains to be 
done to result in greater importance and combativeness on the part of Party 
members. Once again, it was recognized that Party combativeness as a whole is 
dependent upon the level of the conscience of its members, which depends closely 
upon the level of political and ideological formation and ability of its members. 


After examining the report of the Central Commission on Monitoring and Inspection 
of the Party, the Central Committee adopted the program of action for the 

Policy Bureau for 1981. Moreover, it recommended that in its final presentation 
the various actions give greater emphasis to the resolutions of the Third 
Extraordinary Congress and the directives of the Central Committee which are 
expected to be achieved. 


While examining the Party budget, the Central Committee took stock of the statutary 
assessments and deplored the fact that a good number of Party members are not 
fulfilling their basic obligation. 


To put an end to this state of affairs, the Central Committee invites all Party 
members in default to straighten out their situation completely by 15 December 1980 
at the latest. After this time, all offending comrades will be systematically 
removed from the Party membership rolls. In the future, a strict auditing of 

dues payments should be done each month. 


As for the projected national budget and investment program for 1981, an examina- 
tion was made along the lines defined during the last session of the Central 
Committee. 
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It will be recalled that at that occasion the following budget measures were 
decided upon: 

~-discontinuance of the Solidarity Funds; 

~-freeing of promotions with financial effects; 

~~lightening of taxation by developments at the level of Personal Income Taxes 
(IRPP) ; 

~-recruitment of new, young executives. 


At the level of the investment budget, priority sectors were defined: 
—internal structures of disenclosure; 

--national economic recovery; 

-—public health and means of administrative decentralization. 


The Central Committee was pleased to note that these directives had been reported. 


In any case, the Central Committee recalls that this budget is in keeping with 
a crisis situation, and it is appropriate to continue to cultivate the idea of 
sacrifice, to invite our people to count on their own strength before all else, 
and to appeal to their sense of community and patriotism asking them to accept 
a hard life today for a better life tomorrow. 


With this outlook, and for the maximum profit from the people's efforts, the 
Central Committee spent much time studying the conditions for achieving the 
operation designated “Health Punch." To this end the Central Committee asks the 
government to use every means to halt any waste of medicines and small equipment 
which will be made available for medical training for the care of the people. 


The Central Committee next expressed its appreciation of the conclusions of the 
Conference of National Corporations, recognized as an unprecedented initiative 
instrumental in the recovery o: these corporations. 


Particular stress was laid upon our collective responsibility in our common desire 
to rectify the situation of our national productive sector and to profit from our 
national resources, With this in mind, the Central Committee studied the 

National Corporations Charter, perceived as a precious tool which places all 
parties involved in running the corporation face to face with their responsibili- 
ties. This Charter redefines the roles of everyone so as to allow unhindered 
operation of the machinery cyclically blocked by the production apparatus. In 
this, the National Corporations Charter puts into legal form the popular desire 

to rationalize daily work in placing before the managing staff of the Party cell 
and the mass organizations a unique frame of reference adapted to the requirements 
of our country's economic recovery. 


The Charter is more the compilation of obligations and restraints for each officer 
of the corporation than a complacent, scholarly convention granting disproportion- 
ate privileges to those who do not necessarily merit them. 


In accordance with its order of the day, the Central Committee took the occasion 
of the coming official visit to the USSR by the president of the Central Committee, 
comrade Denis Sassou-Nguesso, to take stock of soviet-congolese friendship and 
cooperation. 
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The Central Committee remains convinced that this trip will be a high point in 
reinforcing and consolidating the many ties which happily exist between the 
People's Republic of Congo and the USSR, 


In closing, the Central Committee saluted the 63rd anniversary of the Great 
Socialist Revolution of October and the fifth anniversary of the independence of 
the People's Republic of Angola, before studying the international situation, 
marked by political tensions and the economic crisis. It lamented the failure 
of the various meetings organized with a view to a new, more just, economic order. 


Faced with such a situation, the Central Committee reiterated its appeal to the 
working masses for greater mobilization, greater determination to consent to the 
sacrifices imposed by the situation, and greater commitment on the production 
front.

In accordance with the statutory provisions of the Congolese Trade Union Confedera- 
tion |CSC], Art 24 in particular, the Ordinary Session of the Confederal Council of 
the CSC was held in Brazzaville from 13 to 16 December 1980, under the chairmanship 
of Comrade Bokamba-Yangouma, a member of the Politburo of the Central Committee of 

the Congolese Labor Party [PCT], head of the Department of Organization, secretary 

general of the CSC. 


The sessions of this Confederal Council, which were held at a time when our party, 
the PCT, is trying to put in place a labor system that will make possible the best 
accomplishment of the tasks of developing our various programs to create a new spirit 
in labor, were enhanced by the presence of the comrade members of the Central Com- 
mittee, the lord chancellor, the minister of Justice and Labor, Comrade Victor 
Tamba-Tamba, representing the Council of Ministers, and the head of the Division of 
Mass Organizations in the Department of Organization, Comrade Raymond Serge Mviri. 


The Council, on the recommendation of its Presidium, adopted the agenda of the pres- 
ent session, which included the following points: 


1. Adoption of the internal regulation 
2. Adoption of the working program 


3. Adoption of the synthesis of the work of the last session of the Confederal 
Council 


4. Examination and adoption of the reports of 1980 activities 
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5. Examination and adoption of the report of the Confederal Committee on Con- 
trol and Verification 


6. Examination and adoption of the budget and the program of action for 
fiscal 198) 


7, Reviving the activities of the Center for Accelerated Training. 


Before beginning the examination of the points on its agenda, the Confederal Council 
acclaimed the holding of the second phase of the National Government -Owned Businesses 
Conference, which made it possible to determine which is the indispensable treat- 
ment to eradicate the various ills from which our business firms are suffering. 


The Confederal Council, beginning the examination of the documents submitted for its 
approval, especially the COCONEX |Executive Committee of the CSC| activity report, 
noted with satisfaction the measures taken by the last session of the Central Com- 
mittee of the PCT, relative to the social situation of the workers:

ARMY REPORTEDLY HAS UPPER HAND 1N OGADEN, ERITREA 


Army Superiority in Ogaden

Gets the Upper Hand Again in Ogaden Against Somali Guerililas") 


{Text} Nairobi--The Ogaden conflict seems to get in and out of the news. 
Most of the time it is forgotten; it is brought back to mind by 4 communi- 
que or a victory bulletin which are hard to check. However, the fighting-- 
from skirmishes to massive engagements--has been going on non stop since 
the Somali Army was defeated 2 1/2 years ago. 


On the terrain, the West Somalia Liberation Front (FLSO), which is support- 
ed by Mogadishu and demands independence for Ogaden, seems to be losing 
momentum. At the beginning of the year, its troops controlled a large 
part of the immense deserts of their native land. They would move by 

night with full impunity. Neither the Ethiopian army nor its Soviet 

and Cuban allies would venture very far from the garrison towns. 


Within a few months, the ratio of forces has been reversed. At the begin- 
ning of October, the Mogadishu units engeged in Ogaden on the side of the 
FLSO experienced serious setbacks. The Addis Ababa army gained a foothold 
not only in the heart of the province but also in border areas to which it 
had had no access for a long time. The FLSO no longer controls the no 
man's land where it was circulating freely not so long ago. Many rebels 
have had to face a not very exalting alternative: either cross the border 
with the civilian refugees, or blend into the rocky terrain until they 
have regained their strength. The Front is no longer able to escort 
foreign journalists in its “liberated zones." 


The Ethiopian superiority in men and equipment has played a major part in 
this reversing of the situation. The rebels are equipped mainly with light 
weapons and rocket launchers. They move on foot since their Land-Rovers 
have become too vulnerable to mines and aerial raids. Against them, the 
Addis Ababa army has heavy artillery, MiG-21 and MiG-23 fighters, and 
Soviet helicopters of the MI-24 type, similar to those used in Afghanistan. 
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In spite of that, 500 to 1,000 “regular” Somali troops are said to be still 
serving as “volunteers” in Ogaden, 


The Somali defenses are at the mercy of the Ethiopian aviation. The Berbera 
air and sea base is only 10 minutes away from the border by plane. The 
million of civilian refugees now in Somali territory are an overwhelming 
financial burden. The Mogadishu government has never appeared so isolated. 
All its neighbors condemn its policy of support to the FLSO. It often 
answers them by raising its voice. For instance, at the beginning of 
December, Addis Ababa and Nairobi were accused of having signed a joint 
communique “which amounted to a declaration of war against Somalia” (LE 
MONDE, 11 December). 


This isolation is repeated on the continent's scale. At its last meeting, 
the “good offices” committee of the OAU, which includes eight African 
nations, pronounced itself against Mogadishu and recognized Ogaden as "an 
integral part of Ethiopia.” Last July, Mr Hassan Gouled, president of 
Djibouti, called--with the avowed support of France--for a regional con- 
ference to find a solution to the conflict; his call has remained without 
echo. 


Actually, the prospects for a compromise in Ogaden remain distant. Now 
that it has scored points on the terrain, the Addis Ababa government is 

in a better position to force compliance with its triple political demand: 
renunciation of Mogadishu to any territorial claim at the expense of 
Ethiopia, Kenya and Djibouti; its promise not to interfere in the internal 
affairs of Ethiopia; and its official recognition of the Somali-Ethiopian 
border. 


Army Superiority in Eritrea

Appears to Be Gaining the Upper Hand in Eritrea”) 


[Text] Nairobi--In 1981, the Eritrean insurrection will have completed 

its 20th year. Since the first shot was fired, in September 1961, thousands 
of combatants--nationalists and progovernment--have fallen in a ruthless 
struggle for the rebel province at stake. Today, on the terrain or behind 
the scenes of negotiation, no solution is in sight. Moreover, it is often 
hard to make sense of this conflict which has been rich in uncertain turns, 
full of military offensives and secret dealings, fratricidal divisions and 
short-lived reconciliationr. 


The balance of military forces is again in favor of the Ethiopian Army. 
Besides its superiority in men and equipment, it also receives massive 
Soviet assistance. Like each year at this time, the divisions of Addis 
Ababa have attacked on several points. Columns are said to have left 

Asmara, 4 provincial capital, Marsa-Teklai, on the coast, Kerora at the 
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Sudanese border, Agordat and Tesseney in the West. According to the general 
secretary of the Eritrean People's Liberation Front (FPLE)=-the principal 
rebel movement besides the Eritrean Liberation Front (ELF)--these operations 
are mobilizing several tens of thousands of men. 


Since the main roads have been reopened in 1979, and since the principal 

vowne in the province have been retaken, the FPLE controls only one town, 

Nafka, which has become its stronghold. “We will take Nafka within two 
or three months,” the officers in Addis Ababa had announced in September 

1979. Their prediction has not come true. At the beginning of each cam- 
paign, the Ethiopian army assigns itself the same objective--the full re- 
conquest of Eritrea--and never achieves it. 


The Sudanese Are Tired 





This year, however, several factors seem to play in favor of the central 
power. First, the attitude of Sudan. In 1980, Addis Ababa and Khartoum 
sealed their reconciliation: official visits were exchanged, warm declar- 
ations of friendship were made, bilateral cooperation was developed. At 
the end of November, Sudan, which had been the main source of outside 
support for the Eritrean guerillas, signed a joint declaration with 
Ethiopia in which both countries promised “to prevent any subversive 
activities, especially those carried on through their common border." 


The meaning of that clause was clear: Sudan was promising to stop the 
transit,through Sudanese territory,of arms, ammunition and medical supplies 
intended for the rebels. At the beginning of December, Mr Mohamed Saeed 
Barri, member of the political bureau of the FPLE, announced that Mr 
Nemeiry's government had closed the border to Eritrean supply convoys. 

This measure is difficult to check, but it coincided with the start of 

the Ethiopian military offensive. There were other signs showing that 
Sudan had hardened its position. At the end of November, two English- 
speaking journalists close to the FPLE were expelled from Khartoum. 


Has Sudan decided to abandon its former proteges? Saying so would be 
excessive. In private, Sudanese diplomats admit that they are tired. It 

is true that taking in 500,000 Ethiopian refugees--most of whom are 
Eritrean--constitutes a heavy financial burden. Above all, Khartoum 

seems to have given up its hope of truly uniting all of Eritrea's nation- 
alist movements. Fractionalism is an old plague of rebellion which is also 
weakened by ideological dissensions and personal rivalries. As at the 
worst hours of the first civil war (1972-1974), the FPLE and the ELF 

have fought bloody battles against each other; the FPLE appears to have 
won, being more numerous and better organized. 


Pollowing a Sudanese mediation, a cease-fire took place at the end of 
November. The two movements are again planning to unite; their past 
failures, however, make one skeptical. There is nothing to prove that 
the rival fronts have toned down their political differences. The FPLE, 
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marxiat but fiercely nonalined, violently denounces the Ethiopian “fasciam" 
and the Soviet intervention on its behalf. The ELF leaders, for their part, 
are still maintaining fairly good relations with Moscow and have multiplied 
their contacts with emissaries from Addis Ababa. 


Sudanese pressures and the desire not to be caught unawares by the ELF have 
prompted the FPLE to propose, at the end of November, a seven-point plan 
providing for a cease-fire and a referendum under international control. 

In the FPLE's opinion, the Eritrean people should chose one of three options: 
independence, a return to federation--which was the status of the province 
from 1952 to 1962--or regional autonomy within the Ethiopian state (LE 
MONDE, 26 November). If the FPLE has accepted to consider the latter two 
solutions, it is of course because it hopes that they would be massively 
rejected in favor of independence. 


The ELF has rejected the FPLE's plan and has suggested that the negotiations 
be first conducted by a united Fritrean delegation representing the various 
rebel movements. The government, for its part, has not answered the pro- 
posals of the FPLE. It is still tempted to find a military solution and 

is Limiting itself to the offer of regional autonomy made in 1976. For 
President Mengistu Haile Mariam, there is no question of his recognizing 
the Eritreans' right to self-determination which, at best, would lead to 
the challenging of the supremacy of the central power and, at worst, would 
undermine Ethiopian unity, which is already contested by other armed 
organizations, in Ogaden, in Oromo and in Tigre. At the end of December, 
Ethiopia was reopened to tourists, a sign of the renewed confidence of 
Addis Ababa. Asmara, the capital of Eritrea, is included in the tours to 
be offered.

BRITISH OFFICIAL SURVEYS TRANSGABONESE RAIL ASSERBTANCE 
Libreville L'UNION in French 5 Dec 80 pp 1, 4

[Excerpt) "Extraordinary, impressive, unbelievable," such were the words used on 
Tueeday 2 December by Minister Cecil Parkinson when he visited the Transgabonese. 
The delegation left the Owendo station at 0700 hours and arrived at Ndjole about 
1000 hours. It was at 0900 hours yesterday that Cecil Parkinson, the trade minister 
of Great Britain, left Libreville after a 4-day official visit. The British 
trade minister, accompanied by a large delegation, specifically including four 
businessmen from his country, talked with several Gabonese authorities during his 
stey. Minister Parkinson personally saw that the railroad crossed the Ogoouve I 
Bridge at Ndjole and that it stopped at PK [Kilometer Post] 192 (Provisional 
Station for Lebe) to permit the lawful woodcutters to leave the woods. The works 
have been continued since the beginning of 1979 on the left bank of the Ogooue, 
according to the planning for the progress of the works. 


Let us recall that after the Owendo-Ndjole sector was put in service, the efforts 
of the enterprise in 1979 were concentrated on the 40 kilometers after the Ogooue 
I Bridge, a particularly difficult sector (river bank) because of the amount of 
terracing to be done with stone and the difficulties of execution (steep slopes, 
heterogeneity of the terrain). The two sectors of Alembe and of Otoumbi have 
practically assured their junction, the terracing having been terminated as far 
as PK 225 (Otoumbi Station). 


According to our contemporary the FINANCIAL TIMES, published in London, the finan- 
cial share of Great Britian in the construction of the Transgabonese railroad 
could reach a very high figure. This share will be supplied for the construction of 
the second segment (Booue-Franceville) where the labor of deforestation, terracing 
and sanitation have been terminated over 10 kilometers starting from Lebombi in the 
direction of Moanda. Certain finishing details and public health works are still 
to be completed (channeling). 


Among the representatives of the interested companies, the presence of representa- 
tives of Transmerk, Bre-Metro, Taylor Woodrow and Henry Engineering were noticed 
as well as a representative of the Midland Bank. 
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BUDGET FOR 1981 APPROVED

[Excerpt] The council of ministers, which met yesterday in the Renovation Palace 
beginning at 0830 hours under the chairmanship of Chief of State Al Hadj Omar Bongo 
had as ite essential purpose to examine the proposed budget for 1981. 


After listening to the explanations of the minister of economy and finance and of 
the minister of planning, development and participation, the government adopted the 
proposed financial law, to be balanced in receipts and expenses, which amounts to 
404,500 billion CFA [African Financial Commmity] francs. 


During their preliminary explanations, the two ministers emphasized that Gabon in 
1979 regained its credit on the international financial market, recalling the 
satisfactory balance observed by the IMF. 


If 1979 was the pivotal year of the stabilization plan, begun in 1978, 1980 was 
the year when growth picked up again. 


At the close of this year of 1980, the state budget will without doubt show a 
surplus of more than 5 billion francs. The state will have paid back 38 billion 
francs of ite public debt, and will have definitively consolidated its trade defi- 
cits. With 760 billion francs, the gross national product grew by 27 percent in 
relation to 1978. The rate of inflation was lowered from 18 percent to 10.1 per- 
cent, while the balance of payments showed a surplus of 11 billion francs. 


The objectives assigned to the investment budget, which has been increased to 135 
billion francs, are: to give priority to productive investments, especially agri- 
cultural and rural development; to complete the construction of the Transgabonese 
Railroad; to bring back the highway infrastructures to their proper level; to en- 
courage the social sectors, specifically primary instruction and the social envi- 
ronment. 
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OIL COMPANY'S FORECASTS PUBLISHED 
Libreville L'UNION in French 6-7 Dec 80 p 3

{Excerpts} The last meeting of the Board of Directors of the Elf-Gabon Company 
was held in France, in Paris. 


For whatever reasons, the Board decided to continue its exploration efforts for 
the purpose of determining the value of the recoverable reserves and to reestablish 
production at an acceptable level. 


Thus, as far as the investments of the southern fields are concerned, Elf-Gabon and 
SNEA [National Elf Aquitaine Company] have jointly invested between 200 and 300 
billion CFA francs. The expenses for the exploration cost more than 30 billion 
francs in 1980, while in 1979 they did not cost more than 20 billion. 


The total anticipation as far as production was concerned in 1980 was on the level 
of 8.9 million tons, the share of Elf-Gabon and SNEA amounting to 7.6 million tons. 
In 1981, eight million tons of crude oil are anticipated. 


It is necessary to specify that the southern fields are becoming active little by 
little. Thus, as far as production is concerned, will be delayed until 1982, since 
Gabon, with its fields now being exploited and continuing to be exploited, should 
find its production increasing.

Revolution's Racist Character Denied

[Editorial: "End to Injustice and Corruption; Return to Cabral Line") 





[Text] Since 15 November Guinea-Bissau has been governed by a Revolutionary 
Council, composed of nine members and four collaborators and chaired by Comrade 
Joao Bernardo Vieira, brigade commander and former principal commissioner. 


The main causes for the revolutionary action on 14 November were the deviations 
from the guidelines left to us by Comrade Amilcar Cabral, above all with respect 
to the process of uniting Guinea-Bissau and Cape Verde. Our people had become 
the victims of a distortion of this principle of our party. We want unity, but 
not conformity! 


During these six years since the total liberation of our country, we have seen 
increasing corruption, irresponsibility, tolerance of errors, favoritism, nepo- 
tism, ostentation and personal ambition, in sum, the "spirit of the ‘regulo' 
[Portuguese-appointed local official]."' Comrade Aristides Pereira focused on 
such cases in the report he presented to the meeting of the CSL [Supreme Struggle 
Committee] last June, but no systematic action was ever taken against such indi- 
viduals within the party. 


During these six years, about 500 people were executed by the Luiz Cabral regime 
and buried in common graves in the jungle. These burial grounds were visited 
last Saturday by newsmen and diplomats accredited to our country. In the midst 
of such distortions and despotism, however, the constitution was the straw that 
broke the camel's back. The manner in which it was approved was a real insult 
to the dignity of our people, who have long merited respect for their individu- 
ality. 


Vieira: Labels Not Important

{Report on press conference with Joao Bernardo Vieira (Nino), president of the 
Bissau Revolutionary Council, in Bissau on 24 November 1980] 
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[Text] "Our revolution is solely at the service of our people. Those who would 
call us Marxists or moderates or I don't know what, let them do so. Our only aim 
is to serve our people, nothing more." 


With this statement, Comrade Nino replied directly to a question from a foreign 
newsman during a brief press conference Monday morning in the F rtaleza de Amura, 
and at the same time lie cleared up various misconceptions and some rumors circu- 
lated in the international press regarding the 14 November Reform Movement. 


The chairman of the Revolutionary Council also took the opportunity to reaffirm 
complete fidelity to the principles of nonalinement. 


When a Portuguese newsman expressed surprise that, as prime minister, Nino had 

not known about the elimination of dissidents, Nino replied: "It is easily ex- 
plained. I had had opposition and was being pushed out, little by little." Later, 
noting that President Luiz Cabral had assumed personal direction of the FARP 
[People's Revolutionary Armed Forces] and Security, Nino declared: "It was only 
after the 14 November action that I learned all this. Security and the FARP were 
not under my control." 


Again in this regard, the foreign newsman asked whether President Pereira had 
known about the massacres. Nino answered: "I cannot say if he was aware of all 
this, but as secretary general it was his responsibility to know about it." 


Confidence in Solution Within Party 


The question of the PAICG's future was also brought up. Stressing his conviction 
that a solution would be found within the party, Vieira said: "The PAICG is not 
finished. I think I will have a meeting--the date has not been set yet--with the 
secretary general of the party. I suggested that he come here to Bissau for the 
meeting, and I am waiting for a reply." He concluded: "Now we are in a position 
to speak freely." 


A representative of a French newspaper brought up the "Rafael Barbosa case," 

and noted the confusion her perceived among the party militants. He asked if 
Rafael Barbosa had been freed. The president of the Revolutionary Council ex- 
plained: "There has been some confusion in this regard, because the Revolutionary 
Council did not order Rafael Barbosa's release. There was great confusion be- 
cause he has on the radio; he spoke on the radio. He is under house arrest; he 

is not in prison. The Revolutionary Council is going to study Rafael Barbosa's 
case and decide what to do about him." 


Regarding Luiz Cabral's fate, Nino replied: "We are going to see how things are. 
I don't know anything, even about the country's economic situation; I don't 
know about anyting, including the massacres. We are studying the matter at 
this time, and then we will decide if Cabral will be held here or deported." 


The Revolutionary Council's appeal to citizens who have emigrated or have been 
exiled led the newsman to ask for clarification, specifically whether the council 
appeal excluded any sectors. Our country's highest leader gave a terse answer: 
"All national citizens may return to the country." 
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At the end of the press conference, Nino could still let out harah and ringing 
guffaws, which constituted clear and definite answers to speculations by certain 
members of the Portuguese press regarding allegations that an international bank 
was being established in Bissau with Portuguese capital, as well as rumore of 

an astonishing visit to our country by--Spinola. 


Cabral on Agriculture, Economy 
Bissau NO PINTCHA in Portuguese 29 Nov 80 p 6 


|Report on press conference with Mario Cabral, state commissioner for rural 
development and information and culture, in Bissau on 25 November 1980) 


[Text] Mario Cabral, state commissioner for rural development and information and 
culture, appeared at a press conference Tuesday afternoon in the reception room of 
the Foreign Affairs Ministry. Speaking for the Revolutionary Council, Cabral 
stated that the "first thing to do is to feed our people. This is one of the 
major problems. Beyond this there is a whole group of problems; namely, how 

to use the means of production to improve our people's working conditions, both 

at the level of the peasants themselves and that of the government agencies." 


Cabral also noted that “we have to consider and reconsider our policy in various 
fields--economic, social, cultural, defense and security--not in the sense of 
challenging PAIGC resolutions, but of carrying them out, which has not been the 
case.” 


As is known, we are facing a major food crisis now. We are ending a poor agricul- 
tural year, perhaps worse than 1977, considered the “year of the drought.” Accord- 
ing to the commissioner of rural development, Gui.ea-Bissau needs an estimated 
70,000 tons of rice alone, not to mention sugar, oils and so on. 


Responding to a question regarding food, the Revolutionary Council spokesman 
answered: "We have always said that the top priority was agriculture, but this 
has never been the case. We are going to try to do just this, by granting credit 
and other measures, encouraging production, establishing marketing channels and 
supplying shops with essential goods, to stimulate production and break the cycle 
of self-subsistence.” 


Regarding the giant CONTUBOEL project, Cabral made it clear that this is one of 


our major agricultural successes. He continued: "We want to make use of all the 
water resources our country has, because there is less and less rainfall through- 
out the Saharan region. Hence we gust be able to use these natural resources 


to the fullest. In addition, we gust bring together and group the farmers in a 
system of wutual aid and collective labor that will serve the community and not 
a single individual or a very restricted group.” 


It is public knowledge that investigations of the People's Warehouses and several 
other enterprises “linked to corruption” have already begun. In this regard, 
Comrade Victor Freire Monteiro explained: "At the moment we cannot say if we 
plan to replace them or expand the area of private enterprise. The sold purpose 
of the investigation of the People’s Stores is to give the Revolutionary Council 
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4 clearer picture of the specific economic situation and the manner in which this 
company has managed state property, so the council can decide on new directives 
and, if necessary, make some changes in personnel or in areas of activity." 


Regarding the activity of companies "liked to corruption," there will be a study 
of incorrect practices, flagrant anomalies in bank operations during this period, 
and other information that might come to the council. Actually, as Dr Monteiro 
pointed out: "We have always struggled against favoritism in [the bank's] ties 
with certain companies, but owing to circumstances it has never been possible to 
bar these connections and operations. Unfortunately, on their own or working 
together, government departments have not been able to prevent this." 


In reply to a Portuguese journalist's question regarding a change in the regime, 
the governor of the national bank said it was not humanly possible to go into 
certain matters. The material is of such transcendent importance that the council 
is not prepared at this time to make pronouncements on the matter, since it has 
had to solve problems from moment to moment. 


For his part, Mario Cabral stated that the question of elections for the National 
People's Assembly has not been considered yet. "First we have to resolve more 
pressing problems, and then we will gradually reestablish a democratic regime 

and constitute its organs by normal means." 


The provisional government has had a fairly heavy schedule of general meetings 
with members of the party executive and the major regional officials. According 
to the Revolutionary Council spokesman, “very important decisions will certainly 
come out of these meetings, and we are going to adopt the same tone: to discuss 
the issues and analyze them more fully, because we have already heard much that 
further incriminates the deposed regime." 


Hear Out Every Party Member 


Although all the government agencies are functioning, the party structures are 
virtually at a standstill, but "we are continuing with the PAIGC." This declara- 
tion was in reply to a question as to why so much has been heard from the Revolu- 
tionary Council and not from the PAIGC. In this regard, Cabral said: "I think 
it is because the Revolutionary Council has assumed all the responsibilities of 
the ANP, the Council of State and the Council of Commissioners, hence, of the 
government in all legislative and executive aspects. We are going to make the 
party structures function, starting with those at the national level, such as the 
National Council, whose task it is to solve--and examine--all the problems at the 


national level. 


"Meanwhile, some action has already been taken to establish dialog with Cape Verde, 
and hence to establish a path for reorganization of the party in light of the 


events of 14 November." 


Mario Cabral took the opportunity to reiterate that the party is a group of members, 
not just leaders. "The secretary general (this in reference to his place in the 

14 November Movement) is a member with special responsibilities. Naturally, how- 
ever, the party can go on even if we have to call a special congress to revise 

its organs and reorganize the leadership itself." 
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As to whether Aristides Pereira will continue as secretary general of the PAIGC, 
it was said that the congress will make this decision, and all the members and 
those who have been convened for the purpose should voice their opinion. Every 
one must be heard regarding his opinion of the revolution aad the party leader- 
ship. 


Movement Irreversible 





For his part, Cdr Manuel Saturnino, speaking about the presence of Soviet military 
advisors in our country said: "Everyone knows that our struggle for national 
liberation was conducted with arms from the Soviet Union and the socialist coun- 
tries, arms we are still using today. As you know, armed forces technology is 
expanding. We need Soviet advisors because we need to maintain our armed forces 
at their maximum level to defend our national sovereignty. I think this rela- 
tionship between our armed forces and the Soviet Ministry of Defense must be 
maintained." 


At the press conference there was also reference to our ties, our relations of 
friendship and cooperation with a great variety of the world's countries. In 
this regard, Commissioner Cabral reiterated that "the other countries will have 
to see us as a sovereign state, master of its own fate, deciding with whom it 
will unite, and when and how it will unite. We feel our foreign policy is one 
of defending African unity. Sooner or later, the other countries are going to 
recognize the 14 November Movement because it is irreversible, and people will 
have to adapt to a fait accompli, which they will have no recognize, because 

a country is ruled by the people to whom it belongs. Therefore, the other coun- 
tries will have to bow before the facts. No one is going to prevent us from 
forming any kind of alliance. They may advise us, but we will always have the 
last word in this regard."

IMPACT OF RECESSION EXAMINED 
Dakar AFRICA in French Dec 80 pp 35-38

[Text] Could it be that Ivory Coast, the country of “abundance,” the country of 
the African development "miracle," is as of now the only nation spared by that 
strange disease which the Anglo-Saxons call “stagflation,” and which is a blend 
of inflation and economic recession? 


There is no need to entertain any illusions! Certainly not! The experts from the 
World Bank and the IMF, who have just left Abidjan, after having been sent there 
on a joint mission, are quite in agreement: 1981 and 1982 will be difficult years, 
years of inflation and economic recession. The statistics prove that: with an 
output increase of 7 percent in 1981 but a price rise of 10 percent, the country 
will experience its first year of lean cows: a 3-percent recession. 


This thing in itself is quite common nowadays. Here we might think of the first 
three powers of the OECD, the United States, West Germany, and Japan, which are 
currently trying by all means to compensate for their respective foreign trade 
deficits. They are using measures as conventional as restrictions on space re- 
search or protectionism against the Japanese auto industry in the case of the 
United States, artificial supports for the DM through the Bank of France and its 
sister organizations in the FRG, or the attempts by the Tokyo stock exchange to 
grab the somewhere between 100 and 120 billion errant petro-dollars. Unfortun- 
ately, the general interest rate rise, which is designed to attract foreign capi- 
tal, at the same time keeps pushing inflation up. 


Although worldwide, this phenomenon nevertheless does reveal characteristic fea- 
tures within each nation. ivory Coast is no exception to the rule and, to be 
quite precise, the specific causes of “its" recession are the drop in raw material 
prices--coffee and cocoa--and the rise in a double deficit, both foreign and dom 
estic. 


Always Deterioration in the Terms of Trade 
The causes of the drop in coffee and cocoa prices are well known. The worldwide 
depression dees not give buyers any incentive to stock up reserves but rather to 


meet a rather “inelastic” demand, day by day. What is more, Ivorian output has 
flooded the world markets. Cocoa by itself came to 1.6 million tons in 1979-1980, 
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raising international stockpiles to 650,000 tons, a level never reached gince 1966- 
1967, So far, Ivorian cocoa stockpiling strategy has failed and the low level of 
enthusiasm encountered by Ivory Coast at the Geneva meeting on cocoa-ewhich was 
attended by producers and consumers alike--also shows how tight its operating lee- 
way is. The international demand cannot be stirred up by the possibility of a 
cocoa shortage which is not considered something related to energy or strategy. 
Consequently, we must not expect any great upsets in this field in short-range 
terms, even though President Houphouet-Boigny has not spoken his last word concern- 
ing the cocoa accord, In our opinion, the solution is to be found in medium-range 
terms, in the light of the Asian example. Right after World War II, cotton and 
natural fiber exporters believed that they were threatened by the boom in synthe- 
tics. About 30 years later, they not only had managed to survive but they had 
plunged deeply into agribusiness programs with the success we are so familiar 

with. Today, Africa can and must face the same challenge. It must no longer be 
satistied with exporting raw materials but it must concentrate on finished products 
at competitive prices. This is in fact the place where we find the solution to 
development. 


Foreign Trade Balance Out of Whack 


Regarding the foreign trade deficit—the second reason for stagflation in Ivory 
Coast--we might once again let the figures speak for themselves: 





(1) In 1980-1981, repayment of the foreign debt accounted for about 25 percent of 
the value of exports. This ratio is considered "critical" by international insti- 
tutions. 


(2) During that same period of time, the current balance showed a deficit of 300 
billion francs CFA [African Financial Community]. Although partly compensated by 
the influx of net capital estimated at 200 billion francs CFA, the deficit will 
just the same be no less than 100 billion. 


(3) This foreign-trade deficit will be settled through a reduction in the country's 
international monetary liquidity (primarily from sales of foreign exchange and 
drawing upon the IMF). 


Now, the remedy follows the diagnosis! In short-range terms, there is no miracle 
solution. But in medium-range terms, Ivory Coast must draft a worthwhile strategy. 


It can choose among two solutions: 


The first one, the easy one, offers the advantage of not exposing the authorities 

to popular anger. It would simply consist in increasing the foreign debt by in- 
creasing public investments which, for a certain period of time already, have no 
longer been financed entirely through domestic savings but through foreign bor- 
rowing. In point of fact, nothing would be easier than to get new loans secured 

by future resources cf Ivorian petroleum, especially since the banks quite publicly 
announced that they would not put any brakes on any supplementary demands coming 
from the government. But, looking at it very realistically, President Houphouet- 
Boigny rejects this solution which would entail the risk of mortgaging the country's 
future by making it live beyond its means. 
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That leaves us with the second solution which is certainly leas popular but smarter, 
It would consist in holding down the pressure from that foreign deficit by reducing 
public investments, This is undoubtedly the solution that will be selected by the 
authorities to the extent that a certain number of investments, liable to add to 
this foreign debt, have been dropped, Thus, while the third administrative expan- 
sion round and the transfer of the scientific sections of the INSET (Higher National 
Institute of Technical Education) at Yamoussoukro have been retained, the new 
Abidjan airport, on the other hand, the third bridge linking the plateau to Youpou- 
gon, a8 well as the transfer of the ENSA (Higher National School of Agriculture) to 
Yamoussoukro have been put on the “back burner" and have been postponed until later. 
Furthermore, the authorities are determined no longer to take out any loans for a 
period of less than 12 years so as to distribute the amortization burden over a 
greater span of time, 


And here is the third specific national feature of Ivorian recession: the deficit 
in public finances. That deficit amounted to something Like 50 billion francs CFA 
in 1979 and had to be absorbed by the treasury. A new deficit is in the offing for 
L980. And it is precisely on the level of the domestic economy and more specific- 
ally on the level of public expenditures or on the level of price and wage policy 
that economic policy action could be most effective. 


Too Many Civil Servants 


Let us first of all look at the increase in the number of civil service personnel. 

This increase is a heavy burden on the public treasury especially since the govern- 
ment has committed itself to recruiting all of the students coming out of the major 
schools who were unable to find jobs in the private sector. As a consequence, the 

salary burden out of the total public expenditure figure keeps getting heavier and 

is growing at a rate much faster than the gross domestic product. In other words, 

there are too many civil servants in Ivory Coast and a review of their salaries 

is becoming increasingly rare because it costs too much. There is thus at the same 
time a kind of impoverisment while the career itself loses its efficiency. 


Now, what .s to be done 


It is absolutely indispensable to Limit the increase in the number of personnel 
whose cost (including the subsidized establishments) comes to 50 percent of the 
government's operating budget! By the way, government can only go back here to 
one of the main ideas in the program drafted by the advisors to American President 
Ronald Reagan. 


ic is also necessary to go in for strict planning regarding the increase in the 
number of high school and ‘liege students which must be in perfect coordination 
with the development of the gross domestic product. Otherwise, at the rate things 
are going now, they wiil sooner or later experience bottlenecks which will be ail 
the more difficult to resolve since an entire generation will be on the way to 
joining the vast army of unemp.oyed job applicants or what the development econo- 
mists call "disguised unemployed" who live in the nooks and crannies of the 
government, that is to say, they live on society and, more specifically, on the 
working masses consisting of the agricultural operators to whom the nation owes 
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already so much! (For G, M, Meyer, a disguised unemployed person is a person who 
works Little, makes little, wants more work, a person whose low productivity can be 
compensated for by a redistribution of assignments or techniques; see “Leading Is- 
sues in Economic Development," Oxford University Press, 1976.) As for the rest, 
this idea is not new either and all economists agree that the burden of the civil 
service is an obstacle to the development of the Third World rather than a help. 


Advantaged Citizens 


But these civil servants, of whom there is quite a surplus, are not the only ones 
who are responsible for the deficit in domestic public finances. One must also 
consider the numerous advantages granted to the urban population--advantages which 
constitute a burden on the government exchequer. 


These citizens--that other category of privileged persons--presently benefit from 
certain services which these nation as a whole has to pay for: many schools, public 
Lighting, increasingly expensive roads and highways and other engineering struc- 
tures, ridiculously low-priced mass transportation (60 francs CFA per trip), etc. 
We might estimate that this deficit is even greater following the creation of new 
communities. 


Of course, development centers are necessary but care must be taken not to promote 
the erection of a megalopolis whose external economic mismanagement--that is to say, 
the excessive costs due to concentration--have to be paid for very dearly. 





Let the reader judge for himself: the marginal output from resources has a tendency 
to decline whereas prices keep rising and the urban population--although initially 
favored when compared to the rural population--watches its living standards go 
down. An attempt is being made to counterbalance this movement by struggling ag- 
ainst high rent, by artificially maintaining low mass transportation fares, by not 
having the users take care of the cost of street lighting or cleaning. But in the 
long run, these are heavy government expenditures. 


In the view of American sociologists, the urban concentration threshold is between 
300 ,000 and 500,000 inhabitants. Beyond that standard figure, congestion commences 
and expenditures are inflated way out of proportion. This is precisely true in 
Abidjan, where SOTRA (Abidjan Transportation Company) is showing a deficit of 

12 billion francs CFA. This is not astonishing if we realize that, worldwide, all 
public transportation companies are experiencing the same fate. The RATP [Inde- 
pendent Parisian Transport System] in France is selling tickets at F1l./5 whereas 

it costs F2.78 to carry a passenger. But is this a good reason for not trying in 
Ivory Coast what intellectual sclerosis makes impossible in Europe? 


But let us get back to the SOTRA deficit. 
Who takes over that deficit? The government, certainly, but what comes after that? 
The general operating budget primarily gets its funds--in addition to direct taxes 


on salaries and profits (24 percent)--from the transaction tax (56 percent), that 
is to say, taxes collected on exports and above all on imports of goods, The latter 
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serve for investments financed partly through the Stabilization Fund, It is thus 
detinitely the grower who mostly pays for the deficit of SOTRA, a service used by 
the inhabitants of the capital only, 


This is unfair and in the long run it turns out to be uneconomical, Why should 
SOTRA, a subsidized enterprise, make an effort to run a profitable operation when 
it can be sure of counting on manna from the state? 


As a matter of fact, the way deficits are handled in the budget clashes with the 
moment of truth represented by prices--so dear to Liberal economists--and it fur- 
thermore runs counter to the general philosophy of Ivorian economic management. 


lt would be better to raise SOTRA fares by the amount necessary to balance its 
budget and that would force the company to be more rigorous in its management. On 
the other hand, the government could Lift the taxes on daily necessities so as not 
to burden the budget of the small consumer. 


Pampered Students 


Along with civil servants and city dwellers, there is a third category of favored 
citizens--the category of students. 


This is not a question here of challenging the principle of helping the students 
but simply of changing this type of aid because, such as it is now, it costs the 
country very much and does not entirely meet its requirements. Just recently, 
one college student told us in confidence: "In the old days, back in my village, 
| slept on a mat. Here, at the university, I have every comfort, too much as a 
matter of fact. I pay 30,000 francs CFA per year for my room and my meals cost 
me 75 francs CFA per day. After my studies, if I do not find a job in private 
industry, I can always enter the civil service and there I will make just enough 
to live a little better than before I started my studies." 


Here indecd is the paradox of education. The CYOU (National Center of University 


Projects) shows a deficit of 2.5 billion f ‘s CFA in spite of government subsi- 
dies amounting to 3} bil! in spite of this preoccupying financial situation, 
the university in Uctober 1980 admitted 1,700 new students who for the most part 
matriculated in the law school or the economics department--disciplines which 
ofter hardly any tuture job prospects for a long time. 

The resolution of this paradox calls for immediately instituting a quota system 
and promoting scientific studies first of all by granting a more substantial 


scholarship to those wh. have chosen chis field of study. It would be even better 
to replace the current, rather ridiculous scholarship of 420,000 francs CFA per 
year with a higher stuc loin which--while permitting the individual to pay for 
his meals and room at cost--wouid have to be repaid only 5 years after graduation 
and over a period of 10 years. Repayments would cover new loans and the burden 

on the government budget would be eased. 


In summary, bringing future Ivorian economic recession under control necessitates 
the consideration of tive measures, 
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First of all, itt will be a good idea at all coats to slow down the hiring of civil 
servants in order to put a ceiling on government expenditures and to stop the im- 
poverishment of government personnel. 


Besides, it will be necessary to establish an overall teaching development plan in 
coordination with the rise in the gross domestic product so as to eliminate unenm- 
ployment among the intellectuals. 


Next, it will be necessary faster to put the entire price system in orde: illow 
prices to find their proper level through the simple interplay of supply emand 
which alone permits efficient management. 


The taxation system must also be eased and modified. 


Finally, all of this together should stimulate hard work and innovation--two con- 
stant factors which have been the foundation for Ivorian success. It is also nec- 
essary to make sure that these measure will be preceded by a public awareness of 
the situation~-something which can be envisaged only among an adult people. The 


record of these past 20 years indicates that Ivory Coast is capable of doing just 
that.

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YOUTH PROBLEMS EXAMINED 
University Rector's Point of View 

Tananarive MADAGASCAR-MATIN in French 5S Dec 80 pp 1,2 
[Communique from the rector, University of Madagascar] 
[Text] The malaise at the University, which has been smoidering for some time, has 
recently come to the fore, when the country is going through a profound economic cri- 
sis. It is undoubtedly not by chance that the university demands are this time more 
insistent and are giving way to demonstrations that we see to be confined to the 
Ankatso campus. 
This is why, "faced with inacequate information and out of concern for clarification, 
the rector's office of the University of Madagascar believes it is useful to issue 
some news for the information of the university population," as stated by the pre- 
amble to the communique we received yesterday, which we publish below. 
It goes without saying that the "university population" is not alone in being con- 
cerned by and interested in this "clarification,"' which we can well see reflects the 
official point of view of the authorities in place. Here is the comminique from the 
rector's office. 
i. Restructuring 

The national committee to restructure the educational system was created in 1977. 

Represented on the committee were: 

The decentralized communities 
The ANP [National Popular Assembly] 


The students 


The political parties belonging to the FNDR [National Front for the Defense 
of the Revolution] 


The labor unions 
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The SECES [expansion unknown] was called upon, but withdrew and refused to 
participate in the sessions, 


The committee's work resulted in the drawing up of Law 78-040, providing for 
the general framework of the educational and training system adopted by the ANP 
in July 1978. 


The general framework and the fundamental restructuring principles were out- 
lined in this law, 


Putting the law into operation is beginning with secondary education. However, 
at the higher education level statistical elements and technical studies are 
needed if a more fitting relationship between training and employment is to be 
sought. 


Upper-level staffing requirements were estimated and there is a plan at present 
for training such staff. 


The current phase is operating by consultation with the various departments that 
use such staff, for the purpose of drawing up technical dossiers. For this 
purpose, technical committees on which there is university and professional 
specialist representation have been created and are continuing to work. 


Autonomous status 


Well before the new Civil Service statute was published, the ministry was al- 
ready considering a study of the status of University of Madagascar teachers 
who are still regulated by Law 71-033, whose principles (full autonomy) are 
largely outmoded compared to the national context. 


A draft statute was drawn up after extensive consultation with teacher-research- 
ers, Organizations belonging to the FNDR and with the SECES (Ampefiloha meet- 
ings). 


The draft received a unanimous consensus, even in the concerned committees of 
the CSR [Supreme Revolutionary Council]. Moreover, the SECES, which had filed 
a draft with the political authorities, was consulted by the social committee 
of the CSR; the SECES draft was not retained. 


Actually, it should be stated that the SECES draft deals with the following 
points: 


Grade schedules exceeding the ceiling defined in the new FOP [expansion un- 
known] statute (the SECES ceiling is 3,350, as against the FOP ceiling of 
2,600) 


The autonomous status draft means the non-enforcement of Law 79-014, which 
contains the FOP statute 


University franchises: disciplinary regulation of teachers based on judg- 
ment by their peers (discipline exercised by the teachers themselves, the 
supervising ministry having no deliberative voice) 
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Monopoly on recruitment of new teachers reserved for teachers already ap- 
pointed, which means cooptation 


[rremovability of appointed teachers (appointment impossible without the 
agreement of the interested party to be appointed, without the agreement of 
the appointing institution and without the agreement of the original in- 
stitution) 


Legalization of the power of the highest ranking officers over all the other 
teachers. 


In conclusion, the draft SECES statute rules out all government control, but 
sanctions the sovereignty of certain teachers in all fields. 


Discipline in the University of Madagascar 


The absence of any disciplinary regulation in the University of Madagascar is 
resulting in anarchy being instituted. Which is unacceptable. For this reason 
the draft text instituting a council of discipline was drawn up and submitted 
for consultation to all the CUR's [expansion unknown], to all institutions and 
associations and organizations of students. Responses, amendments and proposals 
have been received and are being studied. 


The need to bring the University calendar into harmony with the school calendar 
of the MINESEB [expansion unknown], and within the University of Madagascar it- 
self to bring harmony between the various CUR's and institutions, no longer 
needs to be demonstrated. 


Efforts to bring about normalization will be in vain without the collaboration 
of all. 


To that effect an agreement in principle took place between the mesupres [trans- 
lation unknown] and University leaders (CUR directors and EES [expansion un- 
known] chairmen), to obtain this normalization in 3 to 4 years. 


Conditions: working materials 


It no longer needs to be demonstrated that much has been accomplished since the 
University of Madagascar was decentralized, to endow the various CUR's: 


With infrastructures (teaching locations, student housing, teacher housing, 
etc.) 


With scientific and pedagogic equipment (purchases of equipment at home and 
abroad) 


Of course, working conditions are still far from ideal (is that possible any- 
where?), but the state has made the maximum effort in that direction. 


Diploma equivalency 


The problem of diploma equivalency was raised at the time of the return of the 
students who were sent for training in the socialist countries. According to 
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the priorities defined by the Revolutionary Government, it was necessary to 
sOlve this equivalency problem (the students concerned who returned to the coun- 
try two years ago found their recruitment was blocked for lack of equivalency). 
Faced with all kinds of difficulties, especially inertia and surreptitious 
blocks, the equivalency problem was studied in the CSR social committee, with 
the active participation of university and professional specialists. 





The criteria used to establish equivalencies were objective ones: 
Study program 
Hourly volume 
Duration of studies 
Work (dissertation, thesis) 
7. "Parachuting" recruitment 


At the same time that decentralization of the University of Madagascar necessi- 
tated significant investment in infrastructures and equipment, endowing it with 
national teaching personnel in sufficient number became imperative. 


Faced with the impossib‘lity of moving teachers to Tananarive and the outright 
insufficiency of teaching personnel, the Revolutionary Government decided to 
proceed directly to recruitment of candidates presenting the customarily re- 
quired qualities to be teachers at the University of Madagascar. 


This political decision was applied by those in charge while surrounding them- 
selves with all the desired technical precautions. 


AKFM/KDRSM Meet ing 
Tananarive MADAGASCAR-MATIN in French 8 Dec 80 pp 1,2 


[Article: ‘The AKFM/KDRSM [Congress Party for Malagasy Independence/Democratic Com- 
mittee to Support the Malagasy Socialist Revolution] Examines the Problems of the 
Hour--and Launches an Appeal to Youth"'} 


[Text] A big meeting of the revolutionary movement AKFM/KDRSM and its affiliated or- 
ganizations took place Saturday, attended by its leaders, National President 
Andriamanjato and General Secretary Gisele Rabesahala. The purpose of the meeting 
was to enable the AKFM/KDRSM to mobilize its militants against the national and in- 
ternational economic situation in the face of the economic crisis that is having re- 
percussions just about everywhere. 


The FNDR communique was explained, and its economic significance. We are still de- 
pendent on outside factors, and Mme Gisele Rabesahala cited the example of coffee, 
the price of which we cannot set, even though we are producers. She also spoke of 
the Revolutionary Government's responsibility for lowering the state budget. This 
requires austerity. Mme Rabesahala then spoke of Madagascar's place in the Indian 
Ocean. 
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The national president of the AKPM/KDRSM spoke of the domestic situation, In any 
revolution, he said, there are reactionaries and certain persons go out of their 

way to cite one or two examples to demonstrate that nothing is happening and the re- 
time in place must be suppressed. On the subject of teaching especially, 

Mr Andriamanjato stated that the people guarantee the success of education in the 
service of socialism in a country that defends socialistic principles and that there 
could be no question of satisfying indefensible demands. 


The result of @ strike incited by some will be that the students will be delayed one 
year, he commented, because certain teachers have defended their own interests. 


The AAKFM/KDRSM, theretore, is advising these young militants to make the other young 
people aware, so they will not become the tools of those who wish to weaken the so- 
Cialism that is on the march. When we are at the stage of building the walls of 
your edifice, will we agree to tear it down to the foundations? he exclaimed. And 
Richard Andriamanjato recalled, among others, examples of the Chilean moving men who 
demonstrated in the streets and served as an excuse for the oligarchy to put down 
Salvador Allende's democratic regime. 


women's Role

ties some people seem to try to foment at the end of every year, not forgetting to 
speak of the education some want to disrupt.

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COOPERATION WITH LLO DISCUSSED 
Tananarive MADAGASCAR MATIN in French 25 Nov 80 p 2 


[Article: "Work Conditions and Environment: A New Type of Cooperation With 
the ILO"] 


{Text} At the close of a 2-week mission to Madagascar, Dr Mokrane, regional 
adviser on hygiene, safety and work conditions for Africa in the International 
Labor Organization (ILO) is leaving the capital today, satisfied with his experi- 
ence of the facts of the labor environment in Madagascar. Aware that the short 
period of his mission certainly did not allow him to form an opinion about all the 
problems he encountered, Mokrane, however, confided to us yesterday that he had 
felt "a willingness of the Malagasy authorities to integrate the human and social 
aspects into a development strategy whose objective is man," thus joining the 
concerns arising from the International Program for the Improvement of Work 
Conditions and Environment (PIAC), which is another aspect of Dr Mokrane's mission 
to Madagascar. 


His mission is the result of earlier missions and of regular contact between 
services of the ILO and the Malagasy authorities to put in working order the final 
plan for the technical cooperation project that already exists, but which in 
Geneva and Antananarivo one would like to see set up in a more or less planned 
way. To be exact, the results of these contacts have not been disclosed by Dr 
Mokrane. We will certainly have some information in a few weeks, when Dr Mokrane 
and the government will have studied the problems more precisely. Let us say 
simply that the aim of this project is to increasingly improve work conditions 

on the one hand, and on the other hand to protect health and promote the welfare 
of workers and their families. 


In Madagascar such willingness is already inscribed in the “Red Book" (Boky Mena), 
which stresses the importance of "human capital.” Ome quotation comes automatically 
to mind: “True independence through the integral development of all men and of 

the whole man..." 


Dr Mokrane was satisfied with the "particularly frank and friendly" atmosphere 

in which these discussions with the Malagasy authorities were carried out, 
including Minister Celestin Radio (Public Offices, Labor and Social Laws) who 

Dr Mokrane met twice accompanied by the director of the ILO office in Antananarivo, 
Abdel Majid Bouhra. 
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Regarding his visits to enterprises and to their medical services, Dr Mokrane 
declared he was favorably impressed with the work and operating of some of them, 
The others, in his opinion, will still have to make a big effort to play the 
complete role that should be theirs. 


Thus, the second aspect of Dr Mokrane's mission to Madagascar is to inform the 
Malagasy authorities about the work of PIAC, which organization, established in 
1975, has still not had time to become known in Madagascar. This will not be for 
much longer, since at Celestin Radio's ministry they are beginning to realize the 
importance of the impact that PLAC could have on the Malagasy workers in a rela- 
tively short period, 


We know that since its establishment, the ILO has emphasized its preamble about 
“the existence of labor conditions representing for many persons injustice, misery 
and deprivation..." and has proclaimed “that it is urgent to improve these 
conditions.” This ILO goal is made concrete in its many and different technical 
cooperation projects and in the preparation of international standards that are 
gradually being extended to different branches of economic activity, especially 
agriculture. The protection of workers’ health, such as the supervision of 

places of work, has led to the passage of a series of standards supplemented by 
recommendations concerning specific sectors: work safety and hygiene, a list of 
occupational illnesses, the medical services of enterprises, etc... 


Meanwhile, just as Dr Mokrane revealed to us yesterday, the emergence of numerous 
countries on the international scene and in international organizations has 
created a new situation and therefore new needs. We will certainly have the time 
to speak about this in more detail.

COOPERATION WITH CZECHOSLOVAKIA REPORTED 
Tananarive MADAGASCAR MATIN in French 21 Nov 80 p 2 


[Article: "A Prospect of Cooperation Between Ruphin's Department and 
Czechos lovakia"] 


[Text] Georges Ruphin, minister of information, ideological orientation and 
relations with institutions, yesterday afternoon received in his study in 
Antaninarenina His Excellency Stefan Uher, the ambassador from Czechoslovakia, 
who came to pay a courtesy call, 


Ruphin was happy to receive Ambassador Uher and welcomed him to Madagascar. "Your 
stay," said Ruphin, "is not long enough to allow you to see all of Madagascar. 

But I hope that this first time, your stay in Antananarivo will inform you about 
the various programs for cooperation that concern our two countries.” 


“Czechoslovakia,” said Ruphin, “is a friend and she has the same traditions and 
points in common with Madagascar: the struggle against imperialism, the socialist 
option...And your visit to the Malagasy land will allow us to have exchanges of 
viewpoint on various projects that concern our two countries." 


Besides, Ruphin emphasized that between socialist countries one does not take 
offense, because one prefers to progress rapidly in programs of cooperation. 
"Thus," he said, "even if the opening of the Czechoslovakian embassy in Madagascar 
has not occurred yet, it is already possible to prepare various agreements between 
our two countries. The Malagasy government is willing to study cooperation 
projects originating from your country. 


“Especially regarding my department, this year a trainee in journalism is the 
holder of a Czechoslovakian scholarship for 2 years. This is only a beginning, 
but I believe that it is a good beginning for the continuation of the cooperation 
projects that our two governments are going to study together." 


In response, Uher thanked Ruphin for receiving him and discussing matters that 
concern us. After having stated that he had worked in journalism for a long time, 
Uher recalled that long before presenting his credentials to the chief of state, 
agreements on economic and trade cooperation had already been signed between 
Madagascar and Czechoslovakia. 
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"At the present time,” sald Uher, “we are preparing to sign a cultural agreement 
and also getting ready tor the visit of the Czechoslovakian minister of foreign 
affairs to Madagascar to open an embassy in Antananarivo. Regarding the Malagasy 
journalism trainee in Czechoslovakia, we believe that this is a solid foundation 
for developing our relations in the area of information, Besides, during our stay 
in Madagascar, we have already studied che situation of the Malagasy written, 
radio and television press, and we think that the presses of our two countries 
could have very close relations. We also propose to you signing an agreement on 
information that will be one more step to develop ties between our two countries," 


Uher and Ruphin then discussed different problems that concern Czechoslovakia and 
Madagascar. The secretary general of information and a technical adviser attended 
the discussion.

IMPORTANCE OF SOCIALIST COOPERATIVES STRESSED 
Tananarive MADAGASCAR MATIN in French 25 Nov 80 p 2 


[Article: "Minister Portos Ampy Stresses the Importance of Socialist 
Cooperatives") 


[Text] Antananarivo. Portos Augustin Ampy, minister of the Interior, on an 
official tour yesterday to Fenoarivo-Be, explained the usefulness of cooperatives 
for the socialist fokonolona and the need for development. 


After having recalled that the aid of the revolutionary power is first given to 
those who work, Ampy offered a truck to the fivondronana of Fenoarivo-Be, in the 
name of President Ratsiraka. 





He recommended the fokonolona to make the best possible use of help from the 
revolutionary power intended for development, such as about 1 million FMG (Malagasy 
francs) per firaisana or about 30 million per fivondronana. 


Moreover, Ampy stated that President Ratsiraka had assigned soldiers to Fenoarivo 
Center to help the people with the harvest. 


In his talk Ampy emphasized the interdependence of the fokonolona and the 
cooperatives. Our revolution, he said, requires the establishment of socialist 
cooperatives, despite the detractors of socialism, We must cautiously set up 
appropriate economic structures, 


It is up to the revolutionary groups to lead the Malagasy people in the revolu- 
tionary path to prevent possible exploitation. 


The establishment of supply and production cooperatives will make it possible to 
avoid exploitation and the illegal raising of prices. 


Ampy also explained to us that the increase in production will lessen the risks of 
impoverishment and scarcity. 


He also had a work meeting with the decentralized collectives, as well as a 
dialog with the local AREMA (Vanguard of the Malagasy Revolution). 


It is notable that Fenoarivo-Be was established in fivondronam pokontany in 1977, 
because of its surface area, as well as its population and economic importance. 
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In fact, there are 37,289 inhabitants, 42 fokontany and four firaisana that 
produce yearly: 150,000 tons of manioc, 200,000 tons of rice and 180 tone of 


pepper. 
This fivondronana covers km 27,743 and has 45,000 oxen.

COOPERATION WITH GDR REPORTED 
Tananarive MADAGASCAR-MATIN in French 27 Nov 80 p 1 


[Text] Minister Christian Remi Richard (foreign affairs) and His Excellency 
Mr Manfred Richter, Ambassador of the German Democratic Republic in the RDM 
(Democratic Republic of Madagascar) proceeded yesterday to the exchange of the 
instruments of ratification of the trade agreements signed between the GDR and 
the RDM in East Berlin last April. 


This was an occasion for the two personalities to recall, each in his own way, 

the cooperation existing between their two respective countries. The head of our 
diplomacy immediately called the conclusion of those agreements a "highly political 
act” since it was ratified by the respective parliments of the two contracting 
countries. 


On the conclusion of these commercial and economic agreements, the RDA has promised 
to put at our disposition trade credits amounting to approximately 10 billion FMCG 
(Malagasy Francs) which will allow us to buy imported products originating in the 
German Democratic Republic. On its side, the GDR will buy from us our traditional 
agricultural and mineral products. 


We shall therefore import from the GDR, thanks to these loans, repayable in 

5 to 8 years, according to the category of the product involved, at a fixed rate 
of 8 percent, utility vehicles--one part of the 1000 trucks ordered recently arrived 
in Madagascar—scientific equipment and telecommmication equipment which also has 
already arrived, as well as silo construction materials, equipment for textile sills, 
etc....The GDR, for its part, has already bought from us cinnamon, cloves, coffee, 
peppers etc., for the list does not stop there on either side. The details are 
published in list A and B as annexes to the trade agreement signed at the close of 
the first meeting of the mixed GDR-RDM Commission which took place last April and 
whose anticipated period of execution was limited to 1 year. 


Yesterday the two parties promised to promote still more the economic and trade 
relations between the RDA and the RDM. Chiefly on the Malagasy side, where it is 
hoped that the GDR will import more of our products to even up our trade balance, 
especially since what we are buying from the GDR is clearly more expensive since 
this is a question of investment goods. For Minister Christian Remi Richard, the 
last Leipzig Fair and the exchanges of trade and economic missions between the two 
countries should normally contribute to the realization of such an expectation. 
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Once again he insisted on the recent suggestion of President Didier Ratsiraka, 
addressed to socialist countries in general, on the necessity of stabilizing the 
prices of our raw materials, which should improve our trade balance. Finally, the 
friendship between the two countries has also been put in exergue by the head of 
our diplomacy. 





On his side, His Excellency Mr Manfred Richter called yesterday's "little ceremony” 
important, since it is the final step of numerous meetings to improve relations 
between the two countries. He declared that he was convinced that "other »,ree- 
mente to be concluded with further improved relations and cooperation between the 
RDM and the GDR" and before he presented his sincere congratulations to the RDM.

FRENCH METEOROLOGICAL AID--Lilongwe--A K7 million loan agreement for the supply of 
meteorological equipment to the Department of Civil Aviation has been signed in 
Paris between the Governments of France and Malawi, a spokesman from the French 
Embassy here said yesterday. Sofreivia, a French semipublic firm for civil aviation 
equipment , will supply the Department of Civil Aviation in the Ministry of Trans- 
port and Commmications meteorological equipment valued at K7 million. The equip- 
ment will include very high frequency (VHF) air-ground communications, radio- 
navigation and landing aids, weather radar and radio-sounding apparatus and a 
meteorological satellite receiving station. The protocol financing the supply of 
the equipment added the spokesman, is based on a loan from the French Government 
to the Government of Malawi. This loan is a mixed credit of a French Treasury soft 
loan of approximately K3.5 million at three percent interest with a 25-year repay- 
ment period, including a 10-year period of grace, The other half is a commercial 
loan guaranteed by the Credit National and the French Bank for External Trade 
(BFCE) of the same amount (K3.5 million), at 7.75 percent interest, with a 10-year 
repayment period. The spokesman said that Sofreavia will also provide training 
for the personnel of the meteorological services in the use of the equipment.

MEETING OF HINDU AWARENESS MOVEMENT REVIEWED 
Port Louis THE NATION in French 14 Nov 80 pp 1,4 
[Article: ‘Young Hindus Sound the Alarm"'| 


{Text} To say that the Hindus are in power and are beneficiaries 
of the present system a myth that was exploded at tie first 
public meeting held by the newly-created Hindu Awareness Move- 
ment. The main speakers criticized the division and loss of 
orientation that are paralyzing the country's majority com- 
munity and making it vulnerable to a British Guyana-type 

tragedy. 


The first public meeting of Hindu Awareness Movement was a distinct success at Palma, 
Quatre-Bornes on Wednesday afternoon. Held in baitka [translation unknown] there, 
attracted many people who, having found no room inside, had to listen while standing 
in the street to lc u speakers carrying the words of the speakers inside. 


The meeting was hela ig a highly charged atmosphere; it was organized by a group of 
youths having no affiiiation with the existing political parties. Young and old 
responded to the call and did not hesitate to warmly applaud the various speakers 
who followed each other to the microphone. 


Suraj Phokeer stated in his speech that it is high time we put an end to internal 
quarrels and try to get the Hindus together to defend their interests and promote 
the unity of that community. The unity of the Hindus, he said, is proven to be a 
primary necessity, because the danger that threatens that community is being felt. 
He recalled the fate suffered by the Hindus of Fiji, Guyana, Surinam and Trinidad. 


We do not want to suffer the same treatment our ancestors suffered. It is no disgrace 
to unite with those who practise the same culture. The Hindu Awareness Movement has 
held 40 meetings thus far throughout the country and has taken for its objective as- 
suring unity for Hindus. Mr Phokeer brought out that the Movement knows that prob- 
lems are gOing to spring up. People are going to accuse us of communalism. Our 

goal is not to sow hatred, but to see that the rights of Hindus are not [word il- 
legible], he added. 


Tolerance 


The idea of launching this Movement is to make Hindus aware of their culture and their 
heritage. Mr Phokeer urged the young people not to let themselves be divided by 
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groups of persons whose sole aim is to destroy this community. Hinduism is a 
philosophy of non-violence that preaches harmony and tolerance. It is thanks to 
Hinduism that the world has evolved today, Mr Phokeer pointed out. 


Who is responsible tor Mauritius’ economic development? The Hindus, our ancestors 
from India who came to Mauritius as Coolies to work in the fields in order to as- 
sure the economic development of Mauritius, he said. "It was not left or blown there 
by certain arrivistes,'' Mr Phokeer pointed out. 


Trade 


Going on to another kind of idea, Mr Phokeer brought out that a "Hindu Chamber of 
Commerce’’ must be instituted. the asked how this can be done when ve Hindus, only 
50 percent of the population, do not have control o r trade. To the speaker, this 
represents a danger. "A Banne [transiation unknown; Hindu who is not capave 
[translation unknown] remains a laborer forever. This is a selective system," he 
said. 


Following Mr Phokeer's speech, Hans Bhuckory stated that the forum organized by the 
Movement is a "rendezvous with history."' He took advantage of the occasion to re- 
trace the history of the "Coolies." In 1835, he said, the sugar industry was in 
trouble. And the government of that time had to appeal to the Indians to support 
the Mauritian economy. 


The rose of the Coolies at that time was a preponderant one for Mauritius’ develop- 
ment. According to Mr Bhuckory, the Hindus must take a position so as not to suffer 
the fate of the Hindus of Fiji, Surinam and British Guyana. 


Fifty-Two Percent 


After 10 years of independence the Hindus are still being ground down, he maintained. 
He also criticized the MBCTV (Mauritius Television Broadcasting Corporation} and de- 
manded that 52 minutes of every 100 be allotted to the Hindus. In this context, the 
Movement will present a petition to the minister of Information, Suresh Moorba. If 
nothing is done, we are going to organize a demonstration in front of the MBCTV, 

Mr Bhuccory stated. 


Going on to another subject, Mr Bhuckory formulated criticism of the private sector, 
which he said is a "private hunting ground" for one section of the population, He 
brought out that the Hindu community is known for its passivity, but that no one is 
going to tread on us. He quoted a sentence, "There comes a time when silent becomes 
dishonesty."' Mr Bhuckory concluded by saying that the Hindu community must wake up 
to confront its adversary. 


Mr Puran, a merchant from Chemin Grenier, also spoke during the rorum. He spoke of 
the Hindus’ role in the country's progress. "Hindus are not violent but they are not 
cowari."’ This was a fiery phrase of Pandit Jawaharlall Nehru that Mr Puran quoted, 
to the applause of those in attendance. 


Discrimination 


Other speakers criticized the bad treatment inflicted on the Hindus in several sec- 
tors of Mauritian life. The government's housing policy favors only one section of 
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the population, while the Hindus, who after many sacrifices have built dwellings, 
are being threatened with a rural tax. The educational system favors an elite, 
while the mass of the Hindus must make do with colleges that do not have the benefit 
of very much government aid. The private sector hires people from only one sector 
of the population, while more qualified Hindus cannot manage to get themselves hired 
in the public sector. 


Division 


The speakers also denounced the activities of some missionaries who are only seeking 
to convert. Hindus, whereas Hindus are peaceful people who do not wish to impose their 
religion on others. 


Also denounced were the aims of those who wish to divide Hindus into Tamouls, 
Telegus, Marathis and others in different castes. "With such divisions we will be 
closer to Guyana," the speakers said. 


"Whatever our political affiliations, Hindus must remain united; otherwise we wil] 
disappear from the Mauritian scene,’ the speakers claimed.

TAMIL FRONT'S COMING CAMPAIGN AGAINST ESTRAC, JUGNAUTH DESCRIBED

[Text] A Tamil movement has decided to campaign against 
Jean-Claude de l'Estrac and Aneerood Jugnauth in the next 
election. This movement, the Tamil National Front (NFT), 
welcomes Vijay Venkatasamy's resignation. 


In a pamphlet distributed around the country, the movement told of the "lesson" it 
gave the MMM [Mauritian Militant Movement] in Stanley last year when a labor candi- 
date beat his MMM opponent in a region that was supposed to be an MMM bastion. The 
movement is pleased with Mr Venkatasamy, who is not letting himself be influenced by 
a ticket that is in favor of denouncing "those who want to stifle the democracy our 
ancestors fought to establish in Mauritius." 


Early in the week the NTF [probably NFT] sent a petition enjoining Mr Venkatasamy to 
resign from the MMM. "Being the only worthy representative of the Tamil Community 
in our party, it will be a dishonor for you and for the community to bow to the de- 
mands of the MMM leaders," say the NFT leaders who are asking Mr Venkatasamy to keep 
his seat in Parliament. 


"The lesson we provided in the by-election in Stanley will be repeated elsewhere in 
the 1981 general elections and among your detractors, who will bite the dust," con- 
tinues the Tamil National Front, which is attacking Jean-Claude de l"Estrac and 
Aneerood Jugnauth in particular. The Tamil National Front has 35 branches in dif- 
ferent localities in the country. 


In addition, Mr Venkatasamy made the following statement to TIlE NATION: ‘The lead- 
ership must assume its responsibility toward the great public for the blunders it 
has committed. The MMM leaders do not want to acknowledge their errors. They have 
always set up parallel committees."

NACALA RAILROAD RENOVATION PLANS--Some 600 km of track on the northern rail line 
from Nacala to Entre-Lagos, in Niassa Province, should be renovated in the near 
future. The antiquated state of the line, as well as the increased rail traffic 
on the country's northern line, made the project necessary. A full study has al- 
ready been completed and delivered to the engineering department of the National 
Directorate of Ports and Railways, and the project will be carried out in accor- 
dance with national priorities. According to an engineer connected with this 
important project, in order to make the line stronger, rails weighing 45 kg per 
meter wiil be set in ties of reinforced concrete, from station to station. Among 
other advantages of the renovation, for example, is that the train trip from 
Nampula to Nacala, which now takes 8 hours, will take only 4 hours after the pro- 
ject is completed. This will enable the CFM (Mozambique Railway) to schedule a 
train on the line twice a day. The locomotives currently at the disposal of the 
company will be twice as productive as they have been to date.

NATIONAL ASSEMBLY, WHITE LEGISLATORS MEET TO DECLDE APPOINTMENTS

{Text} Both the National Assembly and the White Representative Government are 
Starting to hold meetings today. It is possible that the White Legislative 
Assembly will finish its meeting today while the National Assembly will stay in 
session possibly up until] 12 December. 


With respect to the White Representative Government it will be necessary to 
first elect a chairman and subsequently a chairman for the Executive Committee, 
four members of the Executive Committee as well as a deputy chairman. 


There is no legislation in the program for the White Representative Government, 
with the exception of the one dealing with a small additional budget. It is 
expected that there will be little talking during the session. 


It is parliamentary custom that in their first address members abstain from 
talkiig politics. On the opposition's side it is Paul Minnaar who has been a 
member in the past. It may therefore be that the opposition may not have m 4 
to say and it is also expected that there will not be much to say by the govern- 
ment side. 


The main objective of the meeting is to elect officials. The two political 
parties were holding caucuses oa this ye raday. The Nationalist Party will 
have to decide who its member of the Executive Committee will be, because the 
two Van Zyl brothers ave been deteated. They may be nominated, but this would 


disple7se many people. 


There is also the job of appointing a whip and an assistant whip. On the 
opposition side it will be necessary to appoint a leader of the opposition in 
the White Representative Government; also a whip and his assistant. A rules 
committee will probably also te appointed tomorrow. 


With respect to the Nationai Assembly there are already about eight pieces of 
legislation on the program. Somebody will have cto be appointed to Pastor C. 

djoba's forme: position, as Ndjoba resigned because he is now chairman of the 
Owambo Executive Committee. Then there is the job of announcing that Kosie 
Pretorius will be taking the place of Jan je Wet in the name of AKTUR [Action 
Committee for the Preservation of the Turnh lle Principles], since De Wet 
resigned from the National Assembly. 











Attorney Percy Niehaus announced a long time ago that he was also going to resign 
from the National Assembly; however, he has not yet done so. It is possible that 
Franz van Zyl will be appointed to the position held by A. H. du Plessis.

NAMIBIA TEAM BEING READIED FOR UN DELIBERATIONS 
Windhoek DIE REPUBLIKEIN in Afrikaans 26 Nov 80 pp 1,2 


[Text] The democratic parties of Southwest Africa/Namibia will be playing a 
decisive role in the UN deliberations on the future of this country which will 
be taking place from 7 to 14 January either in Lusaka, Gaberones or Maputo. 


This much can be derived from the views expressed by South Africa's Foreign 
Minister Pik Botha last night with respect to the deliberations. 


It is clear that Danie Hough, the administrator general of Southwest Af*ica/ 
Namibia, will be playing a key role in the conference and according to Botha, 
Hough is also the man who will put together the team which will deal with the 
problems. 


Although in his report to the Security Council Dr Kurt Waldheim made it clear 
that South Africa will be the speaking partner for the Southwest during the 
deliberations, it is now a foregone conclusion that Hough, as South Africa's 
representative in the Southwest and together with the Southwest team which he 
will upt together, will be testing his strength against that of SWAPO. 


In the days ahead, Hough will be deciding on the composition of the Southwest 
team. 


Yesterday rumors from Windhoek indicated that as many as 13 members of the DTA 
could be included in the team. It seems logical for the team to consist mainly 
of members of parties which are represented in the National Assembly, but it is 
not expected that all the parties in the National Assembly will be represented 
in Hough's team. 


Last night, in the course of television interview, Pik Botha said that South 
African representatives wi]l now go as observers or advisors and in any case 
they will not take part in the discussions or the decisions which will affect 
the constitutional future of the Southwest. 


"It is a matter for the Southwest parties to decide on this and not for the 
United Nations or South Africa," said Botha, according to SAPA.

Botha said that the biggest stumbling block on the road to the proposed 
deliberations is still the lack of confidence with respect to SWAPO's intentions 
on Southwest Africa. 


What will SWAPO do with respect to the implementation of the settlement plan? 
Will there be a real cease-fire? How are we going to implement the DMZ? Is 
Such a thing actually possible? What are the UN plans? Will the United Nations 
Be able to answer the questions asked by the parties of the Southwest with 
respect to the security of the country? 


Botha referred to some of the statements which have been made by UN organizations 
and also the actions taken in favor of SWAPO within the United Nations itself. 

He stated that whenever there are talks of free and justifiable elections this 
stirs the thinking of the Southwest's political leaders. 


“We would like to see the parties of the Southwest discuss and investigate all 
these questions and clear them out among themselves so that we can see what 
ensues from all this." 


He also said that the proposed conference will not be limited just to the 
discussion of Resolution 435 of the Security Council, but that “other practical 
proposals" could also be discussed. 


"If the lack of trust cannot be bridged, then it is up to the parties to make 

a decision on this. As far as South Africa is concerned, there should be an 
agreement, a conference, a conversation between the parties which will take part 
in the Southwest's elections. They are the parties asserting that they have 

the support of the majority of the people and one of them, or a group of them, 
must one day rule the Southwest," said Botha.

DAMARA LEADER PRESSES FOR HUMAN RIGHTS, PROPOSES REFORMS

[Text] Fundamental human rights will be scrutinized closely by the National 
Assembly this week. Richard Xoagub of Damaraland gave notice to the National 
Assembly yesterday that he will ask the administrator general to look into 
legislation in which provisions will be made for the following things and 

to do so as soon as possible: 


--an explanation of fundamental rights of all inhabitants of Southwest Africa/ 
Namibia; 


--the appointment of a constitutional chief to supervise the management of 
fundamental human rights through legislative government organizations; 


—also the appointment of an independent government commissioner to keep an 
eye on the management of fundamental human rights by administrative government 
organizations. 


Yesterday, speaking for Dirk Mudge, Dr Bennie Africa suggested that Mudge would 
be submitting an additional budget today. 


Yesterday Mudge was absent from the meeting of che National Assembly which lasted 
only a few moments. He had been attending the meeting of the Legislative Assembly 
where he and Mrs Mudge kept a watc’ on his Republican Party team. 


This was the first time in about 20 years that Mudge observed the meeting of 
the Legislative Assembly from the public gallery. Because he is the chairman 
of the Ministers Council he cannot be a member of the Legislative Assemly. 


K. Riruako, who is a member of the Ministers Council, gave notice yesterday 
that he is going to ask the administrator general, Danie Hough, to establish 

a supreme court for Southwest Africa/Namibia as soon as possible. The judges 
of the supreme court in Southwest Africa/ Namibia are still under the jurisdic- 
tion of South Africa at the present time. 
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Tara Imbili announced an amendment on the Land Bank Act and Joey Julius one on 
the Mine and Minerals Act. Gregor Tibinyane announced an amendment on the Control 
of Boxing and Wrestling Act. 


Hans Rohr yesterday proposed that the National Assembly should comment on the 
fntimidation by the DTA [Democratic Turnhalle Alliance] during the Kavango 
elections causing a great deal of laughter. It still remains to be seen whether 
he will get somebody to second his motion on the proposal.

HERERO CHIEF REPRIMANDS DTA MED. NSULTING ATTITUDE 
Windhoek DIE REPUBLIKEIN in Afrikaans 26 Nov 80 p 3 


(Text) The black and colored people of Southvest Africa “are not dogs" and 
moreover, along with the other people of the Southwest, “they are equal in the 
eyes of God " This is what Chief K. Riruako of the Hereros told DIE REPUBLIKEIN 
last night. 


Riruako was reacting to an address given by Tinus Blaauw, secretary of the 
Nationalist Party, on 3 November of this year in Windhoek at which time he 
stated that “they (the DTA [Democratic Turnhalle Alliance] want to throw the 
white college to the dogs.” 


Riruako said that in his capacity of member of the Ministerial Council he is 
not just a minister for the “kaffirs," as the Nationalist are asserting, but 
that he is a minister for whites, blacks and coloreds. If things go wrong, 
then it is his duty to try to correct them. It makes no difference to him 
whether the wrongs are done by whites, blacks or coloreds. 


Referring to Blaauw's statement that the DTA wants to throw the white college 
to the dogs Riruako said that he is now turning his attention to the question 
of the college. 


This was built at the cost of millions of rands of taxpayers money. He does not 
believe that it can be for the whites exclusively for all times. What he has 
in mind is that it should be reconverted into a university for whites, blacks 
and coloreds.

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LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY TO BE ELECTED IN 1981

1981") 


[Text] Kigali--Rwanda will, in 1981, get a legislative assembly. Determining the 
rules for its establishment was the main task of some 700 participants in the Third 
Congress of the MRND (National Revolutionary Development Movement), the only 
authorized political formation, held in the Palace of Youth at Kigali on 17-21 
December. 


More than 7 years after the "Moral Revolution" of 5 July 1973--which brought Gen 
Juvenal Habyarimana to power--the latter is getting ready to complete the demo- 
cratization of Rwandan institutions. At the end of the First Republic (1962-1973), 
the National Assembly was only a weakened body, looking like a worn-out system. In 
order better to stress their concern for breaking with the past, the leaders renamed 
this assembly into the National Development Council. It will comprise about 60 
elected members. According to the Constitution, approved by referendum in December 
1978, the deputies will be chosen by universal suffrage for a term of 5 years. All 
will belong to the MRND. Their election will take place in the middle of next year. 


At the head of a country long torn by ethnic clashes--between the Hutu majority, 

in power today, and the Tutsi minority--President Habyarimana first of all appeared 
as a man of reconciliation. He continues to claim that role. In his opening address 
to the congress, he preached "The full unfolding of each tribe, utilizing the values 
of its own identity, in promotion mutual enrichment." He castigated "a group which 
failed to cause division." This allusion was aimed at an attempt at a coup d'Etat 
last March. About a dozen plotters, accused of having wanted "to destabilize the 
regime," were arrested. 


The year 1980 brought a definite decline in the security and public order of Rwanda. 
Unemployment and the flight from the farms led to a crime rate practically unknown 
until then. Established in 1974, the National Gendarmerie was not able to perform 
its mission properly. Mr Habyarimana nevertheless did pay tribute to it, although 
he admitted that some of its members “were involved in wrongdoing." A drive 
launched “against banditry and crime" in November has yielded its first results. 


"Unity, peace, development"--this is the slogan of the Rwandan Republic and it 
clearly expresses the major concern of its leaders, The regime's political 
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stabilization is the best way to an economic takeoff. With 5 million inhabitants, 
Rwanda has the highest population density in black Africa: 190 inhabitants per 
square kilometer (400 per square kilometer of cultivable land). The annual popula- 
tion growth rate is close to 3.5 percent, This has raised a series of difficulties, 
such as shortage of land, soil exhaustion, food shortages, and juvenile delinquency. 
Mr Habyarimana is in favor of "planned liberalism," reconciling private initiative 
and the role of the government,and he expects much from foreign investors, Foreign 
aid largely finances the national budget. "Rwandan diplomacy," the president insured 
his audience, "must seek friends and aid, The capital which Rwanda has in terms of 
sympathy must be expressed in terms of financial capital."

EFFECTS OF SENGHOR'S DEPARTURE ON INTERNAL POLITICS NOTED 
Dakar LE SOLEIL in French 5 Dec 80 pp l, 2 


[Article by Babacar Sine: "The Forthcoming Departure of the Head of State: And 
Tomorrow?" ] 


[Text] Here we are, Senegalese, finally done with rumors and now ready to get used 
to the news: President Leopold Sedar Senghor has decided to relinquish his position. 
This decision is an event in itself--first of all because of the personality of 
Senghor himself, the historic role that he has played in our national! life, and the 
influence that he has wielded beyond Senegal's borders. 


It will be up to the historian to measure the role that belongs to him in the evolu- 
tion of the Senegalese and African peoples. More than 30 years of political action 
during which he has been closely involved and identified with the most decisive 
events of African history, including 20 years of exercising political power at the 
highest level, unquestionably leave an impact. 


For the time being minds, even though surprised by this sudden and abrupt decision, 
are wondering about its domestic political consequences, both in the immediate fu- 
ture and in the long term following the event. Will the Senegalese political game 
of which Senghor was a past master not witness far-reaching disruption? This is a 
game which takes place at a twofold level--on one hand within the dominant state 
and political system and on the other in the relations between the latter and the 
opposition political parties. 


The question deserves to be raised legitimately. For Senghor's power has been 
based on two forces: The Senegalese Socialist Party [PS] and Senghor himself, the 
inspirer, ideologue, and supreme authority, recognized and unchallenged. This 1et- 
ter pillar will be missing, or rather it will function differently and at half 
strength to the extent that Senghor's departure is “semi-retirement"--the term is 
that of Senghor himself. 


The Senghorian approach appears more subtle to us than is suggested by the apparent 
abruptness of his political gesture: The head of state is leaving but the political 
leader remains and continues to play a political role which Pierre Biarnes sun- 
marized as follows in LE MONDE of 21 October 1980: “It is probable," Biarnes wrote, 
“that while resigning from his position as President of Senegal Semghor will never- 
theless retain for some time control over the government party, the Senegalese 
Socialist Party, in order on one hand to help his successor consolidate his personal 
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authority and win the elections of 1983, and on the other hand to continue to 
play a certain role on the international scene himself, notably through the 
intermediary of the Socialist International of which Senghor is the vice presi- 
dent." 


After all why not? Willy Brandt who relinquished his office under different cir- 
cumstances continues to play a primary political role in the world even though 
analogy may not be valid here. 


But let us stay with the subject of domestic political consequences. Admittedly, 
the political cards within the government apparatus . the risk of being shuffled 
differently. What will be the fate of Senghor's "barons," those historic companions 
who have run the course with Leopold Senghor since 1946 or since the foundation of 
the BDS [sic--read PDS--Senegalese Democratic Party] in 1948? Who wiil be the prime 
minister for example? Here is a question that will generously fuel the taste for 
rumor, palaver, and speculation of the Senegalese. 


But especially, what will be [future President] Abdou Diouf's own game plan, if he 
has one? What will be his new style of operation, he who has supported Senghor for 
the past 10 years? For Diouf these were 10 years of assiduous effort in his posi- 
tion and more than 10 years of political loyalty. No one challenges his serious- 
ness, his honesty, and his acute sense of political matters. Artisan of the present 
economic and social rehabilitation, Diouf has given evidence of authority this year 
by taking drastic measures: The elimination of 21 diplomatic positions, budgetary 
savings, his fight against national enterprises showing deficits, and so on. Sene- 
gal expects that he should show himself increasingly mindful of the national inter- 
est. Diouf is becoming the head of state at a particularly difficult time in the 
midst of real economic problems which he must face. After 10 years spent in the 
business it is not possible to claim that Diouf is unaware of the problems for which 
he will now assume primary responsibility as head of state. 


Finally, today, the political controversy centering on the constitutional provisions 
settling the issue of succession of the president becomes a moot one for lack of 
purpose. What's done is done. 


Regarding the other actors in the Senegalese political game, that is, the opposi- 
tion forces, the situation is complex. Overall, none of them can recover from 
their surprise, perhaps their traumatism, because they were given short notice, 
barely having time to realize what was happening and take shelter from the bomb 
which has just exploded. The PDS, whose political concerns are very election 
oriented against a background of an unexpressed desire of boring from within, hes 
reacted violently through the declaration of Abdoulaye Wade [Secretary-General of 
the PDS]. The latter seems to be highly disrupted in his strategic designs, he 
who places much importance on the elections of 1983 that Abdou Diouf will have the 
time to prepare for. Abdoulaye Wade is seeking elections curiously at a time when 
his party seems to have witnessed a distinct drop in the interest shown by public 
opinion, which perceives and identifies him badly. 


As for the other legal and illegal opposition parties, they are hardly ready to 
take advantage of this decisive historic transition for reasons flowing from their 
structural weaknesses: Ideological splits, the Marxism of minigroups, situations 
of paralyzing illegality, and so on. We shall say more on all these assertions, 
seemingly stylized and somewhat peremptory. We concede the point. 
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Finally, in the African context it would not be superfluous to compare this change 
with whac is going on in the Ivory Coast, 


Let us stress that in that country facing the same challenge, the problem of the 
succession of President Felix Houphouet-Boigny is raised in different cerms and 

its solution for the time being has not been clearly determined. All the historic 
heirs, especially Ph‘lippe Yace, are barred. Houphouet-Boigny is keeping the secret 
of his political gawne. 


The lvorian and Senegalese political contexts are different. And then Houphouet 

is Houphouet and Senghor is Senghor. They represent two different profiles and 
personalities and two different styles of doing things. But they still seek the 
same goals, strive toward the same objectives--to secure for their respective coun- 
tries a changeover that is not abrupt, one that guarantees at the same time the 
permanence of their own image and the continuity of the effort that they have made 
for the pasc 40 years and which they are still making.

DLOUF'S QUALIFICATIONS TO SUCCEED SENGHOR EXAMINED 
Dakar LE SOLEIL in French 5 Dec 80 pp 1, 3

[Text] The crowned dauphin [eldecc son of the French king]. I believe that the 
expression is Paul Reynaud's. It used to refer to Leon Blum during the period 
which separated the electoral victory of the Popular Front from the establishment 
of the first Soctalist-led government in France. The term can be applied to Prime 
Minister Abdou Diouf since the approval by the National Assembly of the constitu- 
tional reform which makes of the prime minister the designated successor of the 
Senegalese head of state when, for a given reason, the presidential mandate is in- 
terrupted during his 5-year term. 


It does not seem appropriate to repeat the controversies which have surrounded this 
constitutional provision. The National Assembly has decided the matter in sovereign 
manner. 


It is during 1973 and 1974, in face of the series of military coups d'etat in Black 
Africa, that the problem of the succession of African heads of state appeared in the 
forefront of political concerns. 


We were writing then that in Black Africa the future of institutions was bluntly 
challenging those men who had had the responsibility of leading their people to 
independence in the 1960's. Those among them who had victoriously opposed the 
internal tensions and foreign intrigues became rarer on the political scene. But 
at their level the problem appeared simple. Generally, constitutions offered them 
possibilities of re-election. Additionally, they benefited from the confidence of 
the majority or single party, involving the consequent support of the people. It 
was thus enough for them to have a good physique, the condition of considered think- 
ing and dynamic and coherent action, to decide to remain at their post. Addition- 
ally, they enjoyed the advantage of the absence of a credible alternative. Too, 
the impatient heirs-apparent always ran the risk of getting out of breath in a 
premature race to the succession. 


The article of Pierre Biarnes in LE MONDE of 21 October 1980 updates once again the 
case of Senegal. 


The analysis has some interest on the morrow of the congress of the PDCI [Democratic 
Party of the Ivory Coast] and the elections which have just renewed President Felix 
Houphovet-Boigny's mandate for another term as president of the Ivory Coast. 
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In my Opinion, it would be desirable to refrain from making any comparison between 
the Ivorian and Senegalese situations, We are in the presence of two types of 
African societies with different democratic development. Furthermore, the atyle 

of governing, the doctrinal approaches, and the development atrategies of Presidents 
Houphouet=Boigny and Leopold Sedar Senghor have alwayea revealed in practice sig- 
nificant nuances of difference between them. There ia therefore nothing surprising 
about the fact that these two historic leadera envision their political succession 
differently. 


Picked in 1970 as the Senegalese prime minister, Abdou Diouf has become the coordi- 
nating minister of government action without the close and direct links between 
each of the ministers and the Senegalese president, the head of government, being 
weakened for all that. Then, the prime minister's increasing perusal of government 
projects, even at the level of what is commonly called the reserved domain, has 
assumed importance. The greater and greater relinquishment into his hands of the 
management of national resources, as well as the significant trip he effected in 
France in July 1980, or the evaluation of Abdou Diouf by President Senghor in his 
latest book, "The Poetry of Action," and finally a whole series of symbolic and con- 
crete manifestations of the accrued confidence of the head of state in his prime 
minister have reinforced Abdou Diouf's position as crown prince. 


Observers have not failed to note that the head of state has left to Diouf the en- 
tire responsibility for the drafting, elaboration, and implementation of the Sene- 
galese economic and financial rehabilitation plan. One will even note with interest 
that on his return from Lagos, on the morrow of the latest summit conference of the 
Organization of African Unity, following the approval by the National Assembly of 
this rehabilitation plan, President Senghor, questioned by members of the press at 
Yoff airport, avoided any reference to this new situation which, for all that, was at 
the core of all conversations. In ay opinion he was evidencing in this manner that 
the prime minister, become head of the government and therefore chairing the Council 
of Ministers’ [Cabinet] meetings, had secured on his part a right to assume greater 
initiative and responsibility. 


It is only several days later, on the occasion of a meeting of the Council of 
Ministers, that the head of state made known his positive feeling about the eco- 
nomic and financial rehabilitation plan. 


Accordingly, it is possible to assert that for the past 10 years a subtle and co- 
herent progression, marked by the seal of the spirit of organization and method 
characteristic of any intellectual and political initiative of President Senghor, 
has imposed the image of Aboud Diouf promoted to the responsibility of leading the 
team which will have the honor and burden of assuring the continuity of President 
Senghor's policy. 


The schedule spelled out by Pierre Diarnes is full of symbols which do not negate 
the symbolism of Senghor. The announcement in December, at the time of hopes and 
wishes of a major decision for Senegal such as the transition, on the occasion of 
the independence celebaration in Louga, the native city of the prime minister--all 
this can appropriately be part of the package of Senghor's symbols. All that re- 
mains to be done is to ask questions which do not all flow from the same source 
regarding the timing of the transfer of power while so many difficulties are 
gathering on the horizon. 
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lt is perhaps also to forget that any “tenant” of the [presidential] palace on the 

Avenue Roume installed constitutionally by President Senghor will continue to fol- 

low until 1983 at least the major personal orientations of the Senegalese Socialiat 
Party for, besides the delegation af powers that Senghor will freely have approved, 

ic ia indeed on the apparatus of the Socialiat Party that hie designated successor 

will be obliged to rely first and foremost, 


For the rest, there is in this respect no possible ambiguity for any observer who 
has followed the steady and filial loyalty with which the Senegalese prime minister 
has “etuck" to his sponsoring head of state. 


In my Opinion, then, it is appropriate to dedramatize an evolution which ia proceed= 
ing normally in a scenario outlined and controlled by the Senegalese head of state 
himself. 


1 make the wish that Aboud Diouf may continue to show himself worthy of the confi- 
dence with which he has been invested, that President Senghor may pursue methodi- 
cally the modeling of the configuration of his crown prince. It is so true that, 
even beyond 1983, if the general elections ratify Senghor's choice, Aboud Diouf 

and Senegal will still need, in the appropriate forms, to benefit from the qualifi- 
cations, influence, and prestige of President Senghor who, at any rate, will con- 
tinue to be permanently on call.

POLITICAL, UNION MEETING HELD POR LABOR UNION MEMBERS

{Text} The trade unionists who had convened for a trade-union and political 
seminar since 19 November at the Palms Theater, wound up their proceedings on 
Saturday night by adopting a general resolution underscoring particularly the deter- 
mination of the national central union to work towards the establishment of a new 
society. 


The resolution was adopted at the closure session in which the following partici- 
pated: Guy Sinon, secretary general of the Front and minister for administration 
and political organization, Philibert Loizeau, minister of labor and social affairs, 
and Esme Jumeau, treasurer of the Front and state minister for youth and community 
development, as well as Startsev, USSR ambassador to the Seychelles. Recalling 
the role of the National Seychelles Labor Union in the field of mobilization, the 
resolution emphasizes the efforts necessary for education and political training 
conforming to the orientations defined by the Front. It recommends a massive 
training program which leaves ample room for political aspects, the pursuit and 
broadening of cooperation in the matter of training with the progressive group of 
affiliated trade unions and the organization of training courses for the benefit 
of the union nuclei. 


As regards information, the resolution furnishes constant information to the workers 
through the publication of a bulletin where the form and contents correspond to 
their needs. 


In addition, in regard to international relations, the resolution recommends the 
strengthening of solidarity of Seychellois labor with the peoples who are fighting 
colonialism, neocolonialism and all types of oppression and domination. At the 
same time it calle for the development of relations with trade-union organi zations 
which are fighting against capitalism and monopolies, for the establishment for a 
new international economic order and peace. The resolution reaffirms our adherence 
to the quality of the relations established with the Soviet trade-unions. 


At the end of the adoption of the resolution Olivier Charles thanked all the par- 
ticipants for the work they performed during this seminar and in particular com- 
plimented the promoters, Shelton Jolicoeur and Eugene Russakov for the efforts 
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they diaplayed, while etressing the contribution of the Soviet lecturer who had 
been sent for this occasion by the Central Council of Soviet Trade-Unions. 


Then Eugene Russakov spoke a few words and expressed satisfaction for being present 
at the side of the Seychelles trade-union members, for the encouraging results 
obtained in the seminar and the debates which ensured. 


Philibert Loizeau concluded the session with a statement in which he recalled the 
important role which the Union must play in the constructionof a new society and 
for ite economic and social evelopment. 


Expressing satisfaction with the resulte of the seminar which has made it possible 
to broaden everyone's knowledge, he invited all the participants to put into 
practice all the knowledge acquired and to transmit to other workers the lessons 
they learned in their participation. 


In conclusion he reques d the Soviet lecturer, Eugene Russakov, whose mission 
had come to an end, to transmit the greetings of the Seychellois workers to their 
Soviet counterparts and expressed his wishes for the reinforcement of the bonds 
established between the two groups of affiliated trade-unions.

VIOLENCE, INTIMIDATION MARK ELECTIONS 
Paris LE MONDE in French 10 Dec 80 p 6

[Text] Kampala--The Ugandan elections are nothing if not disconcerting! Everything 
seems to contribute to their troubling strangeness: the excessively long waiting 
period that preceded them, the unhealthy atmosphere surrounding them, Milton Obote's 
tormented destiny, the latest flagrant irregularities that have tainted preparations 
and even the equivocal presence of a group of Commonwealth observers without any 
real power. 


The legislative elections of Wednesday, 10 December, are unusual in more tian one 
way. For the first time since their country's independence in 1962, Ugandans e-e 
being asked to go to the polls. At least half of the 5 million voters know nothing 
at all about voting booths or how to mark their ballots. 


Four parties are involved: the Uganda's People's Congress (UPC) headed by Obote; 
the Democratic Party (DP) led by Paul Ssemogerere; the Ugandan Patriotic Movement 
(UPM) of Yoweri Museweni; and the Conservat've Party (CP) led by Mayanja Nkangi. 

The last two groups are by and large out of the running. The CP should collect only 
the votes of those nostalgic for the old Bouganda kingdom, abolished in 1966 by 
Obote. It is generally agreed that it will win no seats. The UPM, formed 6 months 
ago, is too young and has too little experience to allow it to play a role, at least 
in the immediate future, in the political arena. It is a dynamic party with progres- 
sive ideas which has been able to attract a following of intellectuals hungry for 
something new. It is fiercely hostile to Obote, whose “dictatorship,” it claims, 
prepares the way for “Amin's fascism." Its leadership is incongruous, a mixture of 
old Ugandan nationalists, conservative politicians and “young Turks" close to 
Museweni. The UPM's main strength derives from the brilliant personality of its 
president, who is only 37 years old. Head of one of the guerrilla armies which in 
the spring of 1979 went into Uganda in the wake of the Tanzanian Army, he is Obote's 
only adversary among the five members of the Military Committee now in power. How- 
ever, the UPM is not strong enough to try to arbitrate the struggle between the two 
major parties. For the 126 seats to be filled, it presents only 76 candidates and 
the CP 47. 





As a result, the battle on 10 December will essentially pit the UPC against the DP. 
The two groups do not enjoy equal strength; far from it. Even before they begin, 
the die seem to be loaded. The exhaustive list of irregularities, incidents or 
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defections of all kinds reported during the campaign would resemble an anti-UPC 
indictment. Since hia return to Uganda on 1 May, Obote has enjoyed a whole host of 
alliances -- some avowed, others not -- official complacency and the scarcely veiled 
support of Paulo Muwanga, president of the Military Committee and a longstanding 
member of the UPC. Generals Ojok and Okelo, army strong men, have never concealed 
their backing for the head of the UPC. The new Ugandan Army of 6,000 men mainly 
includes soldiers from the north and officers belonging to the same ethnic group 

as Obote: the Acholi-Lango. 


Welcomed upon his return from exile as a veritable chief of state, Obote has received 
undeniable favored treatment for 7 months. The UGANDA TIMES, the semi-official daily 
in Kampala, has become a platform for the UPC, The national radio station has car- 
ried his positions. In recent weeks, political assassinations, arrests and other 
acts of intimidation have increased in number. Adversaries of the UPC have been the 
most frequent victims. The Democratic Party has submitted a long list of acts com- 
mitted against its candidates or backers to the election commission: attacks, 
kidnappings, the destruction of premises, threats against families, and so on. 

While the intimidation has not been totally in one direction, the UPC has neverthe- 
less been the main beneficiary. 


Unequal Fight 


The Military Committee has spared no effort to ease its candidate into power. A 
"purge" made it possible to dismiss about a thousand unreliable police officers. 
Fourteen district commissioners were replaced by administrators sympathetic to the 
UPC. At the beginning of the month, the government removed "chief justice" Samuel 
Wambuzi. According to the constitution, that supreme magistrate has the task of 
proclaiming the results of the voting and of confirming the fairness of the election. 
This delicate job will now go to someone close to the UPC. 


A number of illegalities have tainted the operations to name the candidates and to 
register the voters. Some DP candidates have been physically prevented from appear- 
ing at the registration office. 


What is one to think of an election in which neither former president Lule, banned 
from Uganda, nor his successor, Codfrey Binaisa, still under house arrest in Entebbe, 
nor several of their former ministers, forced into exile in Nairobi or London, can 
participate? The situation of Western Niiec Province symbolizes the partiality of 

the regime. Attacking the region at the beginning of October, 2,000 supporters of 
Amin Dada aroused a violent response by the Ugandan Army, supported by Tanzanian 
units. 


Half of the province's population, some 250,000 persons, has fled to Zaire and the 
Sudan. The region, controlled by the army, has been totally cut off from the rest 

of Uganda for a month. In the course of tribal reprisals, Acholi-Lango soidiers 
massacred several hundred persons. Arua, the provincial capital, was completely 
razed. The hospital is the only building still standing. Consequently, neither 

the voters nor the candidates of the DP have been able to register. The result: 

Even before the voting, 15 UPC candidates are already elected for lack of any rivals. 
This advantage will weigh heavily on election night. 
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Under such conditions, authorities have a difficult time providing the technical 
guarantees designed to prevent possible rigging at the time of the voting or count= 
ing. In keeping with the regulation previously in force, each party will have an 
urn at polling places, but a series of precautions will reduce chances of cheating. 


The 20,000 urna will be carefully numbered and sealed. Ac the last minute, Muwanga 
accepted the main demand of the adversaries of the UPC: on-the-spot counting of 
votes as soon as the polls close. The public has even been asked to procure torches 
and flashlights .or the counters. This concession was won Saturday by Commonwealth 
Observers: 70 delegates including 9 official observers. The latter quite simply 
threatened to leave the country if they did not receive satisfaction. 


The position of the group of observers headed by Debrah, a retired Ghanaian diplomat, 
is scarcely a comfortable one. Unlike in the case of Rhodesia, the observers have 
no decision-making powers. They do not supervise the elections, but must be content 
to be observers in the strict sense of the word in order to answer a single question: 
Was the election free and honest? They will take several factors into account: 

the coverage of the election campaign by the press, freedom of access to polling 
places, the regularity of voting operations. By Wednesday evening, they will draft 

4 preliminary report. The final text will be submitted to the secretary general 

of the Commonwealth, who will send it on to the Ugandan Government. 


"We cannot interfere in the election process," emphasizes one observer. “We are here 
at the invitation of the authorities." Does the presence of the group not then 
amount to backing a dubious political operation -- and the eventual comeback of 

Obote -- while bestowing on the elections an international credibility that would 
otherwise have been lacking? The representatives of the Commonwealth deny this: 

"The important thing," one of them says, “is to ensure the technical regularity of 
the operation.” 


In short, for the observers, it is better to close their eyes to certain irregular- 
ities, however serious they might be, than to question the entire democratization 
process in the country. In their opinion, it is of prime importance that a govern- 
ment, backed by universal suffrage, be able to put an end to anarchy and the people's 
nightmare. The worst solution, they admit, would be an almost equal distribution of 
seats between the UPC and the DP. Uganda needs a future president with a comfortable 
majority, lacking which the political class would once again resort to compromises 
and compromising positions. Many in Kampala share this view. 


Obote's Certainty 


The star of the elections, Obote is not himself a candidate for Parliament. 

If his party comes in first place with a minimum of 51 seats, he will become the 
country's president ipso facto. Throughout his campaign, he preached "national 
reconciliation" and castigated the “spirit of revenge." Leaving aside his old so- 
cialist program, he is trying to reassure the local bourgeoisie and neighboring 
Kenya. To hear him, one is nevertheless struck by the almost royal certainty that 
seems to move him. He gives the impression that he considers that power is right- 
fully his, that he is in the best position to raise Uganda from its ruins. "I know 
that the majority of the people expected me to succeed Amin,” he said Saturday in 
Iganga at one of his last meetings, and added: "What is at stake is the coming of 
an honest, competent government. Why should Lule have any more right to become 
president than I? Everywhere in the country, one can still see what I have built: 
my hospitals, my schools, my roads." Most assuredly, if the UPC should be beaten 
on Wednesday evening, one has difficulty imagining Obote accepting the defeat.

ELECTION RESULTS; SPECULATION ON OBOTE REGIME

[Text] Kampala--For the first time in the history of Africa, a president driven 
from power by the army is returning through the will of the voters. In January 1971, 
the future Marshal Idi Amin Dada overthrew Milton Obote, Ugandan chief of state. 
Nearly 10 years later, the latter is regaining his title and his residence in 
Entebbe, 40 kilometers from the capital. On Monday, 15 December, he was sworn in 
before Parliamen.. With 68 seats, his party, the Uganda People's Congress (UPC), has 
won an absolute majority in the first legislative elections organized since indepen- 
dence in 1962. The Democratic Party (DP) of Paul Ssemogerere won 48 seats. The 
Ugandan Patriotic Movement (UPM) led by Yoweri Museweni had to be content with a 
single victory. 


Obote's oath-taking ceremony was lightly reported, at the request, it would appear, 
of Tanzanian President Nyerere, who preferred to be represented by a high-ranking 
delegation. The delegation included Salim Ahmed Salim, minister of foreign affairs, 
Rachid Kawawa, minister of state, General Twalipo, minister of defense, and General 
Msuguni, army chief of staff. As anticipated, the DP rejected the results of the 
election, which was heavily rigged, it claimed. Ssemogerere demanded the holding of 
“new elections under the control of an independent commission enjoying the trust of 
all Ugandan parties." The DP continues to claim victory. "We have won,” one of 
its leaders proclaimed Sunday. “Nothing can change that." 


Without going over the countless and undeniable irregularities, fraud and acts of 
intimidation marking the election campaign and voting operations, how can one not 
be tempted, in retrospect, to establish a continuous line between a series of facts 
not previously seen as related? The police purge, the dismissal of 14 district com- 
missioners and the "chief justice," the country's supreme magistrate, the careful 
cuttin, up of election districts and the appointment of counters favorable to the 
upc: All these decisions made in recent weeks by the Military Committee or more 
precisely, by its head, Paulo Muwanga -- the organization has not met in 3 months -- 
obviously had but one purpose: to pave the way for Obote. Once the objective 

had been established, all means were justifiable. 


It is generally felt that the DP was in a good position to win up to nine addi- 
tional seats. It will take about a dozen cases to court. In the face of a supreme 
magistrate favorable to the UPC, its chances of winning are meager. In its 
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preliminary report, the group of Commonwealth observers implicitly recognized the 
grounds for the DP complaints, a meager consolation. Among the rigging operations 
detected, it turns out that several seate given to the DP by the counters were

And now? At 56 years of age, Obote has regained power in a not very glorious way. 
What will he do with it? Everything indicates that he will first of all consolidate 
his parliamentary stronghold, as authorized by the constitution he custom designed 
in 1967. Thirty deputies should reinforce his majority: Ten will be co-opted by 
the Assembly, ten will be named by the chief of state and ten will represent the 
army. The task of the new president looke colossal: restore public order, put an 
end to violence and banditry, get production going again, shore up the currency, 
fight corruption, restore the confidence of a local bourgeoisie hostile to him, 
interest foreign investors in economic reconstruction and improve relations with 
neighboring Kenya, through which most Ugandan foreign trade passes. 


The attitude of President Nyerere, long a friend and protector of Obote, will bear 
great weight during the regime's stabilization phase. 


For Obote, the hardest thing will nevertheless be to achieve national unity. Half 
of all Ugandans reject him. The behavior of his backers, which enjoyed his tacit 
blessing, and the violence of the army and militia reopened old wounds. His enemies 
are not only found in the Bougandan ethnic group, the country's largest, however. 
They are in all areas and all regions. He will have a hard time overcoming this 
handicap. Will he invite persons from outside the UPC to participate in his govern- 
ment? How many would accept? “After the elections, no matter who is the winner, 

we shall at least finally have a true government," people have often said in recent 
days in Uganda. Will Obote take advantage of his second chance?

The meetings revealed a perfect harmony of views and the participants noted that 
Chinese and Zairian women share many ideas and problems. 


They believe that the excellent relations existing between the Chinese Government 
and the Executive Council should extend to the level of women in both countries. 


They have therefore decided to exchange visits regularly in the cultural, profes- 
sional and o.her fields. 


Within this framework, the Chinese delegation invited the Zairian women to visit 
China. 


The invitation was enthusiastically accepted by the Zairian women. The delegation's 
visit to Zaire also enabled the Chinese women to go to Shaba, where they toured the 
GECAMINES facilities, particularly the underground mines. 


Before arriving in Zaire, the delegation had visited Tanzania, Mozambique, Rwanda 
and Burundi.

SOUTHWESTERN SHABA CENSUS--A general census of the entire population of the south- 
western part of Shaba has just been ordered by the political-administrative authori- 
ties in that part of the region of Shaba in an effort to determine and keep track of 
the population movement following the massive return to the country of the refugees 
from Angola and Zambia, The operation, which basically will end as of 31 December, 
is being carried out jointly by the chiefs of the communities and localities as well 
as some civil service officials attached to the civil registry otfice of city hall. 
According to as yet semiofficial initial statistics compiled after the return of 

the Zairian repatriates, the subregion of Lualaba, as of last year, numbered 293,400 
souls as against 152,000 in 1978, while the subregion of Kolwezi totaled 1.6 million 
inhabitants as against 956,000 for FY 1978. The cities of Kolwezi and Kasaji, the 
seats of government of these two subregions, for the fiscal year just ended totaled, 
respectively, 11,300 and 350,000 inh vitants, Circles close to Kolwezi city hall 
also announced that the census of buildings, real estate,and other property, as well 
as miscellaneous property abandoned during the two Shaba wars is going forward nor- 
mally. The operation is under the direction of citizen Kavunzu wa Lunda, the assis- 
tant subregional commissioner in charge of economic problems, and the basic purpose 
is to reclassify all of the buildings belonging to the government, to GECAMINES j
